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Answers: Drugs and Diving 


1. C. Unforseen events to occur. 
The effects of drugs under pressure 
are unpredictable. The effectiveness 
may be lost completely, or may disap- 
pear sooner than expected. Even 
worse, the effect of the drug may be 
intensified to the point of being danger- 
ous. For example, it is not uncommon 
for a diver to lose consciousness U/W 
from a drug which produces drowsi- 
ness above water. Caution, discretion 
and medical advice are in order. 


2. C. False, because the medication 
may lose its effect underwater. Pres- 
sure, perhaps because of increased ox- 
ygen partial pressure, causes the ef- 
fects of some drugs to wear off more 
quickly than on land. For example, 
when a decongestant loses its effec- 
tiveness underwater, air can be 
trapped in air spaces and a serious re- 
verse block situation can result during 
ascent. There is also a phenomenon 
known as the rebound effect, where 
congestion is worse when the medica- 
tion wears off than it was prior to tak- 
ing the drug. 


3. A and B are correct, and perhaps 
C. Alcohol causes skin vasodilation, 
which results in more nitrogen being 
taken up and/or released. This in- 
creases susceptibility to decompression 
sickness. And, bends symptoms might 
be masked or not distinguished in a 
diver who has imbibed. The increased 
circulation to the surface of the body 
also causes increased heat loss, which 


is undesirable for divers. Resistance to 
narcosis usually parallels a person’s 
tolerance for alcohol, but one should 
absolutely not be under the influence 
of alcohol when diving. 


4. B and C are false. Breath-hold 
ability may be reduced by as much as 
75 percent under the influence of mari- 
juana. Tolerance to heat loss may be 
reduced by as much as 90 percent. 
The effects of marijuana vary greatly 
with water temperature, but are ex- 
tremely hazardous. This drug may be 
socially popular with some divers top- 
side, but should be completely rejected 
whenever diving is being considered. 


5. All of the answers are correct. 
Normal diving causes some changes in 
heart rhythm, but dangerous dysrhyth- 
mias can be produced when drugs are 
present. Even seemingly harmless ac- 
tivities, like heavy smoking or the con- 
sumption of large quantities of coffee, 
can contribute to the problem. Decon- 
gestants stimulate the heart and pre- 
dispose to dysrhythmias, as do some 
pain relievers and any stimulant drug. 


6. D. Sedate, stimulate, 
antihistamines. In the zest to make a 
dive with a stuffy head, divers resort to 
a variety of medications to open 
clogged airways. The sedative effect of 
some anthistamines can be increased 
under pressure. Any drug which pro- 
duces drowsiness should be avoided 
when diving. Antihistamines can also 
reduce mucus production, blur vision, 
and cause rebound congestion. Post- 
ponement of diving is probably a better 
option then use of anthistamines. 


7. A. Be completely unpredictable. 
The interaction of drugs under pressure 
is complex and unpredictable. The late 
Dr. Charlie Brown expressed the prob- 
lem well by stating that drug interac- 
tions can defy imagination. He stated 
further, ‘“A decongestant that raises 
blood pressure might instead lower it if 
compazine is aboard. Most interactions 
are not understood, and testing them 
in the water is a form of Russian rou- 
lette.”’ 


8. A, B, and C are true. Generally 
speaking, non-prescription medications, 
such as Marezine and Bonine, are tol- 
erated quite well. Perhaps the best pre- 
ventive of all is quite natural and harm- 
less. Ginger root capsules—two to 
three per hour—have proven more ef- 
fective than any commercial medication 
for motion sickness. 


9. D. A and B, but not C, are 
correct. Carbon monoxide in cigarette 
smoke combines with hemoglobin in 
the blood to reduce oxygenation. 
Smoking also affects the circulatory 
system in other undesirable ways. The 
risk of air expansion injuries in the pol- 
luted lungs of smokers is well known. 
Divers need all the physical resources 
available, and smoking reduces ability, 
except for breath-holding (smokers 
adapt to high levels of carbon dioxide 
in their system). Divers should not 
smoke. 


The physiology of diving is complex, as are the physiological effects 
of medication. Drugs mask symptoms, but do not eliminate the illness 
producing them. Illness causes changes in body chemistry and the 
body is not normal immediately afterward. To complicate the situation 
by exposing oneself to the effects of higher pressures in combination 
with medications is a definite but avoidable risk. Even worse is the use 
of mind-altering drugs, which affect judgement and motor skills. The 
best “‘trip” of all is the natural high of diving experienced by those in 


good health.

0.135 to 0.155 inch were found. A visual 
internal inspection by a dive shop opera- 
tor indicated some rust but apparently no 
severe pitting. The shop recommended 
tumbling followed by hydro testing. This 
was done and the tank passed the tests. 
Then the tank was split lengthwise. It was 
rusty and had some pits indicating con- 
centrated corrosion. After sandblasting 
the extensive, deep corrosion pits were 
obvious. Some of these penetrated 
through the tank wall nearly one-quarter. 
This was an extremely marginal tank after 
about six months’ corrosion. 

In discussing the possibility of using an 
ultrasonic thickness gauge as a method 
of testing scuba tank wall thickness, the 
NDT inspecting engineer stated, “‘Ultra- 
sonic inspection is not practical for pri- 
mary inspection of scuba tanks. It can, 
however, be used to supplement visual 
internal inspection techniques; |.e., once 
a suspect area has been located visually, 
it can be ultrasonically measured from 
the outside to determine the remaining 
wall thickness. Finding isolated pits in a 
tank by external gauging is difficult, very 
time consuming and is not a reliable 
method of inspection.” 

There are several obvious conclusions 
that can be reached. First, it is very haz- 
ardous to use scuba tanks to inflate lift- 
bags. When several are being used at 
one time, the diver cannot be right at 
each tank when it becomes empty. As a 
result, water enters the tank and corro- 
sion starts. If tanks are used in this man- 
ner, they should be opened, drained and 
rinsed thoroughly with fresh water, then 
blown dry with air and the valves rein- 
stalled. Even a few days’ corrosion is the 
beginning of something bad. 

secondly (Technifacts feels this is im- 
portant), it appears that tumbling may not 
be adequate to reveal the real depth and 
extent of corrosion pitting. A visual inter- 
nal inspection also does not reveal the 
true condition of a pitted cylinder wall. 
Usually, the operators first gave the tank 
a VIP. Then, if this revealed rust, the tank 
was tumbled. This was followed by a sec- 
ond VIP. But, the material in the tank is 
not agitated hard enough to dig into the 
deep corrosion pits to effect removal. |n- 
stead, it tends to gloss over them, giving 
the appearance of a light rust. The deeply 
pitted material can only be removed by 
sandblasting. Possibly a sandblasting 
technique could be developed that could 
be used inside a scuba tank. 

Finally, in addition to the corrosion pits, 
there is almost always a general loss of 
metal from the entire interior of the tank. 
In the case of tank #2 this loss reduced 
the cylinder wall to as little as 0.135 inch; 
this is about a 33 percent loss of metal.

wo years ago, AMF Mares revolution- 

ized the design of swim fins with the 
introduction of the Power Plana. It com- 
bined a translucent, fiberglass-reinforced 
plastic blade with a soft, rubber-like foot 
pocket. It had about half the weight of 
rubber fins. The Tecralene blade provid- 
ed more propulsion with less effort by ab- 
sorbing the energy of the diver’s kick, 
then releasing it at the proper moment, 
like the fiberglass pole does for vaulters. 
lt was bonded to the boot pocket by a pa- 
tented process which was guaranteed for 
life against separation. 

Mares engineers have now gone one 
step further with the introduction of the 
Power Plana Graphite fin. The benefits of 
graphite mixed in plastic compounds 
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have been well known for several years. 
Fishing rods, tennis rackets and golf 
clubs feature graphite for added strength 
and resiliency. In each of these applica- 
tions, graphite enhances the ability of the 
material to store and release energy. 
That's exactly what fins are supposed to 
do. Therefore, the addition of graphite to 
a plastic fin blade was simply a case of 
a good idea whose time had come. 

The Graphite is basically a fin for the 
big kicker. It is stiffer than the Power 
Plana, which will still continue to be of- 
fered by Mares. The new fin requires 
slightly more effort but provides more 
propulsion than the original. When using 
the Graphite, the diver immediately feels 
more stretch in the ankle, whether kicking

on the stomach or on the back. The fin 
seems to respond best to a big, slow 
kick, which allows it to rebound at the 
end of the stroke. Graphite enhances tor- 
sional rigidity, or resistance to twisting. It 
also prevents over flexing. Thus the force 
generated by the diver’s kick is more 
keenly focused. The end result is added 
propulsion with just a little more effort. 

Photographers will like the new fins 
better for themselves than for their mod- 
els. The blade of the new Plana fin is a 
dark gray, almost black. It isn’t as photo- 
genic as the original. But remember, the 
Graphite fin is for the big kicker. It can 
help compensate for the additional drag 
of camera gear. 

Like its predecessor, the Power Plana 
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Graphite is made of Tecralene, a plastic 
compound. The foot pocket, available in 
four sizes from small to extra large, looks 
and feels like rubber. However, when ex- 
posed to heat extremes, the Tecralene 
pocket tends to sag or take a small com- 
pression set (affecting cosmetics only, 
not performance). To prevent this, the 
stiffeners which come packed in the foot 
pocket should be placed in them if the fin 
is stored in high temperature areas. 

The blade is made of a stiffer Tecra- 
lene, reinforced with fiberglass and 
graphite. It is bonded to the foot pocket 
by both a chemical and a mechanical 
procedure. After two years of hard use, 
my Power Planas show no signs of de- 
laminating and the graphite fin can be ex- 
pected to do as well. Owners of the origi- 
nal fins may also have noticed that the 


blades tend to scuff after repeated en- 
counters with rocks and corals. Although 
close range aesthetics are affected, they 
work as well scuffed as they do when 
new. In fact, the manufacturer says they 
develop more flex and resiliency as the 
material ages. 

As the next logical step in the develop- 
ment of diving fins, the Power Plana 
Graphite represents state of the art engi-

Reaching the zipper is only half the 
trick to being self-sufficient in your dry- 
suit. You also have to be able to get your 
arms and neck through the seals without 
getting stuck halfway. Also, getting the 
shoulders of the suit off or on can be 
really difficult. This is where the extra suit 
length (in the torso) comes in handy. This 
allows the diver to raise the neck and 
shoulders of the suit high enough to slip 
over the head without trouble, even while 
the arms are in the sleeves.

tion. When held in place by a Velcro® 
closing beavertail (see photo), this looks 
like a jacket. 

The exact procedures for donning and 
doffing are included with each drysuit 
and are relatively easy to follow. Facilitat- 
ing the whole maneuver are sturdy nylon 
webbing Pull-Offs (thumb loops) secured 
to the outside of the suit’s wrists. Addi- 
tionally, inside each wrist seal are slip- 
pery nylon inner cuffs, called Slip- 
Throughs. These allow the hands to slide 
through the wrist seals with ease, saving 
wear and tear on the seals. 

To don the drysuit, the diver first steps 
into the legs one at a time and pulls the 





crotch up into position. Next, the arms 
are slipped into the sleeves. Then, the 
diver pulls the shoulders of the suit up 
and slips the head through the neck seal. 


The excess material is pulled down and 


secured with the beavertail, the zipper is 
closed and the seals adjusted. 

Doffing the drysuit is just the reverse of 
this method except that once the neck is 
pulled off the head, getting the suit off the 
shoulders and arms is a bit more in- 
volved. The left hand must first be pulled 
out of its wrist seal (holding the Pull-Off 
with the right hand). Next the diver 
reaches around behind his/her back and 
pulls on the left Pull-Off again with the 
right hand to slip the left shoulder and 
arm out of the suit. Then, in front again, 
the diver pulls on the right Pull-Off with

the left hand to free the right arm. The div- 
er then pulls the torso of the suit down 
and off the legs in the usual manner. 

The SKIN DIVER test suit was the Argo- 
naut model, made of foam neoprene. In 
the future, however, the self-donning op- 
tion will be available on the CF 200 suit 
(made of solid “6 inch neoprene) and on 
the Voyager model (made of a nylon/bu- 
tyl laminate). These come standard with- 
out inflation/deflation valves (base prices 
$812 and $550 respectively) but the 
valves would be a good investment. Our 
Argonaut model had them and they made 
adjusting buoyancy easy. 

While the drysuits can be worn by 
themselves, in colder waters the diver 





may wish to wear DUI Diver Underwear. 
This is a well made, zip-front jumpsuit of 
Thinsulate® (nylon outer, polypropylene 
batting). This material is lightweight and 
is described as being virtually non-com- 
pressible. It is also described as giving 
the thermal protection of two sets of woo- 
ly bears and as retaining 80 percent of 
this insulation when flooded. An added 
advantage of wearing the underwear is 
that the slick nylon surface allows you to 
slip easily into your drysuit. In addition, 
the arms and legs have elastic loops at 
the openings which the diver uses to help 
pull the underwear through the drysuit. 
The underwear ($120) comes with 
slippers of the same material.

The Mach 0.9 is constructed with the

When you first grasp the Mach 0.9, the 
unique feel of a mid-barrel grip is immedi- 
ately apparent. It provides a nice sense of 
balance and a little more control when 
aiming the gun. The main volume of the 
air chamber is in the two inch diameter 
barrel behind the handle, which rests on 





top of your forearm when shooting. 
The handle is large enough for a com- 


fortable grip and symmetrical for either 
the right or left hand. The safety is on the 
left side of the grip behind the trigger. It 
has a unique lever action: up for fire, 
down for safe. This type of movement is 
very quiet but inconvenient for left hand- 
ers. On top of the grip is a sighting rib 
which aligns with a point on the muzzle 

The gas chamber behind the piston in 
this pneumatic gun is pressurized at the 
factory to 18 atmospheres and should 
maintain that pressure for at least a year. 
The internal pressure can be dropped as 
low as 15 atmospheres for easier loading 
or raised to 20 atmospheres for more 
power. Some spearfishermen who dive 
deep will raise the pressure in the cham- 
ber to offset the increased hydrostatic 
pressure. Only one power setting Is pro- 
vided owing to the small size of the gun. 
The loading effort required for the Mach 
0.9 is similar to that required for a low 
power loading of the larger pneumatic 
guns. A hand pump is provided with the 
gun to force air into the chamber through 
a port in the rear. For an accurate mea- 
surement of the internal pressure, check 
with a Cressi-sub dealer. 

The range of the 31 inch shaft Is limited 
by the 10 foot shock cord. A mechanical 
line release is not included in the Mach 
0.9 design. The spearfisherman must

This month we introduce Hugh D. Greer, 
Ill, M.D. a neurologist in Santa Barbara, 
CA.

He consults ex- 
tensively in diving medicine and is an av- 
id sport diver. His article points out prob- 
lems involved with diving and epilepsy. 


hysicians are asked from time to time 

whether patients who have epilepsy 
should dive. It is my view that they should 
not and this article is presented to explain 
that view. 

Epilepsy is the tendency to have epi- 
leptic seizures. Lest this seem simplistic, 
consider that about five percent of the 
world’s population will experience one 
seizure during their lifetime. Only one-half 
of one percent, or 1 out of 200, will have 
two or more. These are the people who 
are said to have epilepsy. 

Seizures come in all sizes and shapes. 
The clinical seizure is the outward ex- 
pression of an electrical event which oc- 
curs within the brain and which generates 
abnormal signals, therefore abnormal be- 
havior, ranging from twitching to a gener- 
alized convulsion, from a momentary 
lapse of awareness to grossly disordered 
social behavior. Seizures are involuntary, 
occur randomly and often without 
warning. Seizures often cause loss of 
consciousness and virtually always inter- 
fere with normal behavior. The majority of 
seizures begin in childhood and some 
seizure disorders are genetically deter- 
mined. In most cases, underlying dis- 
ease, such as tumor, cyst, infection, is 
not demonstrable. 

The most commonly recognized sei- 
zure iS a generalized grand mal convul- 
sion. This occurs when the electrical dis- 
charge involves the entire brain or a large 
part of it. It characteristically begins with 
a strangling sort of cry which, in itself,

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principal complaint often voiced by 

divers in search of the perfect trailer- 
able boat is most do not have enough 
room for all the gear required by a half 
dozen or more buddies. When a boat can 
be found to accommodate everything 
needed, the size and weight are frequent- 
ly so great it becomes impractical to tow. 
Jack Dick, owner of Sportsco Custom 
Boats in Springdale, Arkansas, realized 
the need for a custom dive boat after he 
tried for years to find one having the right 
qualities, while still being trailerable to the 
mountain lakes found on the border be- 
tween Arkansas and Missouri. As the 
owner of a small chain of dive/sporting 
goods retail stores, Dick soon formed a 
partnership with an established boat 
manufacturer and set about to design 
and build a reasonably sized, trailerable 
dive boat from the keel up. The result is 
the incredibly rugged Sea Scip series. 
The boat is available in three lengths—28, 
26 and 24 feet. 

Dick invited SKIN DIVER to come to Ar- 
kansas and test the boat for a week. The 
model provided was the largest of the 
group, the Sea Scip 128. Constructed 
completely of hand laid fiberglass, the 
boat has an amazing 200 square feet of 
usable deck space. A modifed-V design, 
it is primarily used with outboard motors, 








but can be ordered with an‘inboard/out- 
board configuration. 

As a result of the combination of its 
eight foot beam and long hull design, the 
boat can carry up to 10,000 pounds and 
still plane with only a 90 hp outboard. 
Maximum recommended power is 200 
hp. With 200 hp, six divers and full gear, 
the boat can reach speeds of up to 45 
miles per hour. In a recent test to confirm 
the boat's applications in the commercial 
dive industry as well as for private boat- 
ers, Dick enlisted 20 fully equipped div- 
ers to come on board and check out the 
ride. On acalm lake the 128 still was able 
to maintain a speed of over 40 miles per 


hour fully loaded! 


When ordered, each Sea Scip is cus- 
tom constructed to the exact specifica- 
tions of the owner. There is a healthy list 
of standard features built into the boat 
and an even more impressive list of op- 
tions when one considers that Sportsco 
will custom construct anything that is pos- 
sible to add to the hull. In the list of stand- 
ard features, the most prominent item is 
1200 pounds of positive flotation which is 
built into an airtight subfloor. As a result, 
the boat is as unsinkable as a hull can be 
made. Other standards include a 50 gal- 
lon fuel tank, elevated or floor level con- 
sole, running lights, anodized aluminum

side rails, two fiberglass pedestals with 
folding padded seats, rubrail and more. 


In the options department are standard 
dive features as well as some that can in- 
dividualize the boat for particular uses. In 
addition to twin dive platforms, the boat 
can be equipped with a windshield, op- 
tional capacity fuel tank, Bimini top, en- 
closed console, side seatina, center seat- 
ing, center tank rack and storage bin, and 
marine head. Some of the more unusual 
things that can be built-in include under- 


_ water observation ports in the deck and 


drop sidesteps. 


To prove the boat's trailerability, Dick 
took us on a four day trip to dive each of 
the four major lakes that crisscross be- 
tween Arkansas and Missouri. The roads 
between Beaver, Table Rock, Bull Shoals 
and Norfork Lakes are some of the most 
mountainous in the region and would 
make an excellent proving ground for 
automobiles! The 1890 pound hull 
seemed to offer little problem as we ne- 
gotiated the winding, bumpy roads from 
lake to lake. Loading and unloading were 
accomplished at each lake with ease. 


On the water, the boat was extremely 
maneuverable at both high and low 
speeds. To dive, we slipped into some 
very tight spots between old dead trees 
and tied up alongside the sheer cliff drop- 
offs that border each of these lakes. At 
full speed, the boat hugged the water and 
planed nicely. Since these were inland 
lakes, and we wanted a feel for how the 
Sea Scip would handle in moderate 
ocean waves, we deliberately sliced into 
the wake of other boats. The chop and 
spray were hardly noticeable due to the 
chine configuration on the boat’s under- 
side. Also incorporated into the 128 is a 
25 inch high transom which allows back- 
ing in choppy water. Any water that might 
get into the deck would be quickly elimi- 
nated through the self-bailing hull. 


Dick has tested the Sea Scip in rough 
Gulf of Mexico seas with no difficulties. 


He does not recommend it in waves over 
six feet. A deep-V hull is being designed 
for those who want the ability to run in 
rough water. 

The Sea Scip does have a noticeable 
character as a result of its design. Its sev- 
en layers of mat and roving are purposely 
allowed to flex while the boat is under- 
way. To boaters used to more rigid hull 
designs, the sight of gunwales moving 
while at high speeds may be unusual. 
The principle has been in use for over 30 
years and it is well accepted that fiber- 
glass has greater strength when allowed 
to flex. 

As a custom ordered boat, sold factory 
direct, Sportsco is able to offer the Sea 
Scip 128 at a remarkable price. The cost, 
less engine, options and freight, is 
$8,499. A custom drive-on tandem trailer 
with brakes is $2,349. Backed by 36 
years of experience in custom boat de- 
sign and construction, the 128 comes 
with a one year warranty. A complete 
brochure and price list of standard and 
optional features is available from:

t times, when technology is increas- 

ing rapidly and manufacturers are in- 
troducing new products with modern de- 
signs and materials, it is worthwhile to re- 
view existing products on the market, es- 
pecially those that have withstood the test 
of time, to see how well they compare 
with some of the newer arrivals. A case 
in point is featured this month. It is the 
Mark VII, by one of the most respected 
names in diving, Scubapro. 

Actually, Mark VII designates only the 
first stage of the complete regulator sys- 
tem (Catalog No. 12-107-000), which al- 
so includes the adjustable second stage. 
The single most unique feature of this 
regulator system, however, is the Mark 
Vil audio-reserve first stage, first intro- 
duced by Scubapro in 1972. It appears 
massive. The body measures about one 
and three-quarter inches thick, three and 
one-quarter inches long, and two and 
three-quarter inches wide. This body and 
its integral yoke are made from a solid 
piece of forged brass, which accounts for 
most of the first stage’s hefty 66.7 ounce 
weight. The reason for this bulk is that the 
body houses three related mechanisms: 
the balanced, flow-through piston; the au- 
dio oscillator; and the audio control valve. 


The stage’s pressure reduction, from 
tank pressure to intermediate pressure 
(ranging from 128 to 140 psi above ambi- 
ent), is accomplished with the flow- 
through piston. This stainless steel piston 
resembles a T when viewed from the 
side: The top is essentially a flat disk, with 
an O-ring around its circumference; the 
stem is a hollow tube protruding from one 
side of the disk. When positioned within 
the first stage, the piston helps create 
three separate internal chambers or cavi- 
ties. The bottom end of the piston’s stem 
resides within the high pressure cavity 
where the stem itself seals against the 
Teflon® high pressure valve seat. The up- 
per part of the stem and the underside of 
the piston top form the ambient pressure 
cavity, which is open to the outside in or- 
der to transmit ambient pressure to the 
piston. Within the ambient pressure cavity 
is the stainless steel main spring, which 
also pushes on the piston, and is used to 
control the amount by which the interme- 
diate pressure exceeds ambient. The top 
of the piston separates the ambient pres- 
sure cavity from the intermediate or low 
pressure cavity. In operation, intermedi- 
ate pressure air presses against the top 
of the piston, holding the stem closed 


against the high pressure (HP) valve 
seat, while the opposing ambient and 
spring pressures try to push in the oppo- 
site direction, in an effort to open the 
valve. During inhalation or purging, the 
low pressure drops, the ambient and 
spring pressures push the piston away 
from the HP seat, allowing air to flow 
through the center of the piston stem and 
into the intermediate pressure cavity 
When the inhalation or purging is 
stopped, the intermediate pressure in- 
creases to a level where it again applies 
sufficient force to push the piston back 
against the HP seat, shutting off the air 
flow. Two features of this design are 
worth noting. The first stage is virtually 
balanced, meaning that the supply pres- 
sure exerts little or no force on the piston 
itself, so changes in this supply when go- 
ing from high to low tank pressures 
have little, if any effect on the perform- 
ance characteristics of the unit. Also, the 
air passage in the stem of the piston is 
quite large in order to provide sufficient 
air flow during periods of high demand 
(i.e., deeper depths and/or heavier 
breathing) that might be encountered. 
As previously mentioned, what makes 
the Mark VII first stage unique is the au- 





dio-reserve feature, which signals when 
the supply pressure is getting low. The 
audio-reserve consists of two mech- 
anisms: the audio control valve and the 
audio oscillator. The former is basically a 
spring loaded pin, the position of which 
is controlled by the supply air pressure. 

The audio oscillator is a solid brass cyl- 
inder, with a ‘‘metering’’ hole drilled 
through its axis and an O-ring seal 
around its circumference. It slides within 
its own chamber and is held in position 
by the audio control pin at one end and 
an oscillator spring and air pressure act- 
ing on the other end. With supply pres- 
sures greater than about 350 psi the con- 
trol pin holds the oscillator away from its 
sonic position, allowing intermediate 
pressure air to flow unrestricted by the 
face of the oscillator and out the audio 
(low pressure) port. At about 350 psi 
changes in the pressures at the front and 
rear of the oscillator cause it to vibrate in 
and out, producing a sonic alarm that is 
hard to ignore. The sound this alarm 
makes resembles the honking of a fog 
horn, and is said to be easily heard un- 
derwater up to 60 feet away: Your buddy 
is also made aware of your low air condi- 
tion. This sonic alarm also generates 
pressure pulses in the second stage, 
which result in a distinct tactile signal in 
the diver’s mouth—so divers are doubly 


reminded that their air supply is getting 
low. There are no levers to worry about,

as with reserve valves on tanks, the Mark 
Vil audio-reserve works automatically 
and can't be reset or turned off by mis- 
take. However safe the audio-reserve is, 
it is not intended to replace the submers- 
ible pressure gauge. 

The Mark VII first stage has one high 
pressure port and two low pressure 
ports: an audio port, for connecting the 
primary second stage; and a second, 
non-audio port, for the octopus or BC in- 
flator Of course, all external surfaces of 
the housing are chrome plated. And, as 
with all Scubapro regulators, a tube of 
special silicone compound to fill the am- 
bient pressure chamber (for environmen- 
tal protection) is packed with each unit. A 
part of the S.P.E.C. program, this com- 
pound helps provide thermal protection 
against freeze-up, and keeps conta- 
minants away from the piston area. 

The second stage is a conventional, 
downstream demand valve design with 
venturi assist, introduced by Scubapro in 
1965. It has undergone numerous im- 
provements in the intervening years. It is 
designed so the diver can tune the 
breathing resistance while diving. To pro- 
vide this feature, Scubapro housed the 
demand valve in a tubular barrel, which 
runs across the diameter of the second 
stage. A knurled knob is on the case op- 
posite the hose connection and allows 
the diver to adjust the valve spring com- 
pression and, thus, the inhalation resist- 


ance from outside the stage. The advan- 
tage of such a diver controlled adjust- 
ment should be obvious: Freeflowing can 
be greatly reduced when the second 
Stage is not in use, yet the stage can be 
quickly adjusted to provide maximum 
performance when called to service. 

Materials used in the second stage are 
durable and corrosion resistant: chrome 
plated brass in the case (front and rear), 
clamping ring and demand valve body; 
Stainless steel in the demand lever and 
valve spring; neoprene rubber in the 
valve seat, diaphragm cover, mouthpiece 
and exhaust tee; and silicone rubber in 
the diaphragm and exhaust valve. 

Because of the design and materials of 
this regulator, maintenance is minimal. 
Scubapro recommends a freshwater 
rinse after use, preferably with the regula- 
tor pressurized with air; air drying; and 
storage with the spacer/key inserted at 
the purge, to reduce deforming the de- 
mand valve seat. Annual service by an 
authorized Scubapro dealer is required in 
order to keep the limited, lifetime warran- 
ty in effect. The cost of this service should 
be very nominal—limited to labor charges 
and the three replacement parts (i.e., 
mouthpieces, hose assemblies and HP 
inlet filters) that are not covered by war- 
ranty after the first year (the HP inlet filter 
is not covered under any warranty). 

As for performance, the summary on 
my underwater slate says: ‘‘easy breath- 
er.’’ With the second stage adjustment 
set to give the least inhalation resistance, 
the Mark VII performed very well. Inhala- 
tion and exhalation resistances were 
quite minimal in the various orientations 
tried and, as expected, followed the typi- 
cal behavior of a single hose regulator. 
No idiosyncrasies were observed. Free- 
flowing was typical for a finely tuned reg- 
ulator, but when the adjustment knob was 
turned to give maximum inhalation resist- 
ance, freeflowing ceased to exist. Only 
one position (standing on my head, with 
my head tilted back) produced a little wa- 
ter leakage. This was not bothersome, 
however, since the only time | have ever 
been in this position has been while eval- 
uating regulators. What was bothersome, 
was the sonic alarm which began some- 
where between 300 and 400 psi. The 
sound and the feeling produced by the 
oscillator were unmistakable—air was 
getting low and it was time to terminate 
the dive. This warning would be hard to 
ignore. Quite a safety feature, that.

may be frightening. The back and neck 
are arched and the entire body becomes 
quite. rigid. If the person is standing, he 
may fall like a log and may sustain injury 
when he strikes his head. The jaw is tight- 
ly clenched and sometimes the tongue, 
lips, or cheek may be severely bitten be- 
tween clenched teeth. Breathing stops, 
sometimes long enough that he or she 
becomes quite blue. This phase lasts 20 
to 30 seconds, rarely as long as a min- 
ute. The generalized rigidity relaxes and 
is followed by convulsions in a series of 
violent jerks. During this time, breathing 
is irregular and the subject may chew on 
his tongue. This phase lasts less than a 
minute. There may be loss of control of 
both bowel and bladder. 

When the jerking subsides, the subject 
usually awakens and seems bewildered. 
This confused state may last for an hour 
or more, then the subject frequently falls 
deeply asleep, perhaps for several hours. 

Although a grand mal convulsion is 
frightening to watch, it is not terribly dan- 
gerous unless the victim is in a position 
of exposure. If he is climbing, he will fall: 
if driving, crash; if diving, drown. The ob- 
server should try to keep him from hitting 
his head if he falls. It is helpful to place a 
firm object between his teeth, such as a 
folded belt or billfold—not a finger, which 
may be severely bitten, and not a spoon, 
which may break the teeth. The seizure 
victim must be attended through the peri- 
od of bewilderment else he may get lost 
or wander off into traffic. 

The diagnosis of epilepsy must be ap- 
proached with caution because of the so- 
cial and economic costs that may over- 
shadow the disease itself. A majority of 
epileptics, upward of 75 percent, can be 
kept seizure free with anticonvulsant 
medications, and lead reasonably normal 
lives. Those with uncontrolled seizures 
are severely hadicapped with respect to 
driving, employment and social success. 
It is important to sift out the categories of 
fever induced seizures in infancy, breath- 
holding spells, postural ‘‘sight-of-blood’”’ 
fainting and disorder of heart rhythm be- 
fore labeling a person an epileptic. 

Once established, the diagnosis poses 
three important questions: 

1. Does diving increase the likelihood 
of seizures in an epileptic patient? 

2. Should a person under treatment 
with anticonvulsant medication dive? 

3. Should a person who has outgrown 
his epilepsy dive? 

People with epilepsy are said to have 
a lowered seizure threshold. This means 
that they are more susceptible to seizures 
than the general populace. Therefore, 
stimuli which induce seizures in some

percentage of the general populace will 
be more likely to do so in those who al- 
ready have epilepsy. Examples of such 
stimuli are prolonged sleep deprivation, 
alcohol or sedative withdrawl, visual stim- 
ulation with rapidly flashing lights and hy- 
perventilation. The latter is of particular 
interest to divers. Hyperventilation at at- 
mospheric pressure is routinely used to 
test for seizure susceptibility in the neuro- 
logical lab. 

The effect of hyperbaric oxygen on epi- 
leptic populations has not been studied. 
However, it is well established that high 
partial pressure of oxygen may induce 
seizures in normal individuals. Navy div- 
ing standards require that candidates un- 
dergo an oxygen tolerance test in which 
they breathe pure oxygen for 30 minutes 
at a depth equivalent of 60 feet in a 
chamber. This test is designed to screen 
out those candidates who are suscepti- 
ble to oxygen toxicity. About one percent 
of normal candidates have grand mal sei- 
Zures under these conditions. 

The oxygen tolerance test is based on 
the assumption that all divers will be sub- 
ject to increased pO, in their work or per- 
haps in treatment and on the further as- 
Sumption that the test will help to elimi- 
nate susceptible candidates. It is quite 
likely that persons with epilepsy have an 
increased risk of oxygen convulsions. 

Patients with uncontrolled epilepsy are 
at constant risk. They frequently fall and 
suffer head injuries. They may fall from 
ladders, burn themselves with hot irons 
and be knocked down in traffic. Clearly, 
they should not dive. 

The well-controlled epileptic leads a 
fairly normal life. His illness is not appar- 
ent to observers and he has no physical 
handicap. In most jurisdictions, he can 
obtain a conditional driver’s license if he 
has been seizure free for one year, and 
in almost all jurisdictions, for two years. 
He cannot get a pilot’s license, a com- 
mercial driver's license and will not meet 
the physical requirements for military or. 
commercial diving. 

What of the sport diver? His own life is 
certainly at risk. Should a seizure occur 
underwater, he may drown or suffer air 
embolism in an uncontrolled ascent. Both 
of these accidents have occurred in 
nonepileptic subjects with oxygen con- 
vulsions. These are personal risks. There . 
is yet another. The diver who has trouble 
underwater exposes to risk other mem- 
bers of the diving party and perhaps 
members of the search party. Value 
judgements come into play here and no 
two circumstances are comparable. The 
law takes notice of the epileptic driver, 
not because of risk to the individual, but 
to the public. The public safety is greatly 
endangered by an automobile driver who

has a seizure. With the diver, the public 
risk is much less but not negligible. The 
law generallly accepts that a seizure-free 
interval of two years, under treatment, 
constitutes control sufficient to operate a 
motor vehicle. The risk of recurrent sei- 
zures in the controlled subject is never- 
theless several times that of the general 
population. The controlled epileptic also 
pays a price in side effects of medica- 
tions. Virtually all anticonvulsant medica- 
tions have some sedative effect. Variation 
among individuals, both with respect to 
dosage and susceptibility to sedation, is 
great. The average dose of medication 
for epilepsy usually produces only mild 
sedation. These drugs, however, would 
be expected to increase the hazard of ni- 
trogen narcosis, in the same manner as 
alcohol does. 

About 20 percent of children with epi- 
lepsy outgrow the disorder by age 21. 
Someone with childhood epilepsy who 
has reached adulthood, seizure free for 
five years, is generally regarded as cured 
for legal purposes, except for the require- 
ments of flying and special military serv- 
ice. Although his risk of recurrent seizure 
is more than random, it is quite small. 

Based on these principles, the follow- 
ing recommendations seem reasonable: 

1. The diagnosis of epilepsy disquali- 
fies anyone for military and commercial 
diving, without exception. 

2. Individuals who have been seizure 
free for five years and take no medication 
have a small statistical risk of recurrent 
seizures. There is no definite evidence 
that diving will increase the risk of recur- 
rence. They should be advised to avoid 
hyperventilation and cautioned that ele- 
vated partial pressures of oxygen may 
precipitate seizures. 

3. Individuals with controlled epilepsy, 
taking medication, seizure free for two 
years, meeting the requirements of most 
driving jurisdictions, should nevertheless 
be advised not to dive. While driving is 
important to livelihood, diving is not and 
the risk, both to the individual and his 
companions, is unacceptable. >». 


LIVE U/W VIDEO 

WBZ-TV, in Boston, MA teamed up 
with United Divers (Sommerville, MA) to 
produce the first live underwater video 
broadcast in New England. Filming took 
place in the New England Aquarium’s Gi- 
ant Ocean Tank, home to several sharks, 
turtles, moray eels and a variety of fish. 
Cameraman/diver, Dan Marotta, cap- 
tured the feeding of turtles and fish as 
part of Live at 5:30—an evening news 
feature program. 

The underwater video equipment con- 
sisted of a Panasonic camera in a custom 
Ikelite housing. Equipment was provided 
by Jim Estabrook of United Divers. >t 
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n days of yore, wetsuits were basic black and skin two sides: 

The struggle to get into one left you out of breath and weak 
with fatigue. It was a good idea to put your suit on early so you 
could rest up for the dive! 

Today’s divers are spared the agony of pulling on a garment 
that closely resembles a whole-body girdle. Modern wetsuits, 
lined with nylon or Lycra, go on and come off much easier than 
their predecessors. Today’s divers even look good, thanks to 
the new, flexible neoprenes and the bright colors possible with 
nylon and Lycra. 

The Freedom wetsuits from Henderson are good examples 
of attractive modern garments. They are so named because 
there is freedom from hassle in donning and wearing them. 
This is owing in part to the nylon linings, but just as important 
is their stretchy, lightweight neoprene. The combination of slip- 
pery linings and flexible neoprene make putting on a Hender- 
son Freedom suit almost as easy as putting on a pair of jeans. 

SKIN DIVER received a couple of off-the-rack Freedom suits 
for testing. There are two models; one with farmer john pants, 
the other with waist high pants and eight inch side zipper. The 
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jacket is the same for both models. Both pairs of pants are 
black on the outside, blue inside and have knee pads for extra 
protection. The farmer johns are cut from only two pieces of 
rubber. This means that there are fewer seams for greater 
comfort. There is a seam on the inside of each leg as well as 
one up the middle of the torso, front and back. On the waist 
high, a second piece of rubber forms the lower part of the legs. 
There is a seam below the knee and at the back for “‘bendabili- 
ty.”’ The side zipper on these pants is by YKK. It has Delrin 
teeth and a brass pull. It makes putting on the waist highs (no 
Herculean task to begin with) even easier. Both the farmer 
johns and the waist highs have all edges bound with sewn on, 
stretchy Lycra seam tape. The men’s versions of both models 
have a gusset at the crotch for comfort and flexibility. The farm- 
er johns close at the shoulders with Velcro tabs. 

The freedom jacket has a blue torso with black arms and 
beavertail. The heavy duty YKK. zipper has Delrin teeth and a 
brass pull. There is a high collar for warmth. The beavertail Is 
held in place with two Velcro tabs. These may look flimsy to 
those used to beavertails with stainless steel twist locks, but 
consider the following: Velcro is sturdy; it doesn’t corrode, 
can't get bent out of shape, won't rust and can be adjusted to 
fit you. And, Velcro tabs are certainly easier to use. The Free- 
dom jacket also has few seams for comfort and all its edges 
are bound with the sewn on seam tape. 

| wore a waist high nylon two Freedom suit for a day of diving - 
at Catalina Island. The suit slipped on easily; no broken finger- 
nails, no tired arms. In the first 20 feet of water | was more 
buoyant than with my usual suit and, if my entire dive had been 
that shallow, |. would have had to add about five pounds of 
weight. However, since my first dive was to 90 feet and my 
second to 60, this was unnecessary. And, once past 20 feet, 
| could stop kicking and float to the bottom. 

Even though the Henderson suit was a stock medium, it 
looked as good and fit as well as if had been made for me. One 
of the great advantages of the flexible neoprene is that it 
stretches to fit a variety of body contours. Thus, this same waist 
high suit also fit and looked good on my three inches shorter, 
15 pounds lighter neighbor, Debbie, my model. Because the 
suit hugs the body, waterflow within it is minimal. Because it is 
so flexible, it does not restrict movement. | found the suit warm 
and comfortable both U/W and between dives. 

The Henderson Freedom suits are available in two thickness- 
es (one-quarter inch and three-sixteenths inch) and three fab- 
rics: nylon two sides; nylon outside/plush nylon terry cloth in- 
side; and Lycra outside/terry cloth inside. They range in price 
from $220 to $375 for stock suits; custom suits are available 
for slightly more. Henderson also makes matching hoods, boo- 
ties and gloves. 

One of the other advantages of the new Freedom suits is the 
sheen of the blue/black nylon. It should reflect light underwater 
instead of absorbing it, making the wearer photogenic.

One of the most interesting aspects of 
the Cayman Islands is their position in the 
Caribbean basin. The islands lie at the 
northwestern end of the Cayman Trench, 
an extremely deep portion of the Caribbe- 
an seafloor that runs between Jamaica 
and the Caymans. [here is one spot off 
Grand Cayman where the ocean is more 
than four and one-half miles deep.

Cayman skies 
are usually blue and the suns rays are 
strong enough to burn or tan. 

During the summer, ocean trade winds 
prevent the Cayman Islands from becom- 
ing overheated. Even in August, they re- 
main comfortable and cool. 

Packing for a trip to the Cayman l|s- 
lands is easy. Lightweight clothing is all 
that is required. Most visitors dress in ca- 
sual shorts, sandals and short-sleeved 
shirts. [-shirts are popular for daytime 
wear in town or on the beach. if you are 
going out in the evening for dinner, the 
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dress is usually lightweight slacks, a 
sport shirt and perhaps a lightweight 
jacket for a more formal restaurant. 


WATER TEMPERATURE 
The water temperature in these islands 
ranges from 80°F in the winter to 84°F in 
the summer.

LANGUAGE 
English is the spoken language on all 
three islands. American travelers will 
have no difficulty communicating with 
Caymanians. Their speech is kind of 
singsong tempo of Cornish, Irish, Scot- 
tish and Welsh. 


HOW TO GET THERE 

Three airlines operate daily flights in 
and out of Cayman—Cayman Airways, 
Republic Airlines and Air Jamaica. There 
are non-stop direct flights to Cayman 
from both Houston and Miami, as well as 
nearby Kingston, Jamaica. 

Cayman Airways is the carrier best 
identified with diving visitors. It is the offi- 
cial flag carrier for the Cayman Islands 
and has been in operation for over 12 
years. [he Cayman Airways statt is ex- 
tremely cordial, very efficient and sympa- 
thetic to the special needs of the traveling 
diver. [hey are extremely proud of both 
their airline and their island and try to do 
everything possible to make the trip a 
pleasant one. 

At present, Cayman Airways operates 
non-stop flights aboard /2/ jets from Mi- 
ami to Grand Cayman twice daily with an 
extra morning flight on Thursdays. The 
flight from Miami to Grand Cayman takes 
approximately one hour, 15 minutes. 
There is also a direct flight from Miami to 
Cayman Brac twice weekly. This flight 
takes approximately two hours, 20 min- 
ules, as it is on a smaller aircraft. 

From Houston, Cayman Airways oper- 
ates non-stop jet service to Grand Cay- 
man four times weekly, on Thursdays, 
Fridays, Saturdays and Sundays. The 
flight takes approximately three hours. lf 


. you are coming from the West Coast to 


make the Houston flight, Eastern Airlines 
has a daily non-stop flight from Los An- 
geles and San Francisco that allows 
enough time to travel to Cayman all in the 
same day.

the Cayman Islands, C.|. dollars. Both are 
happily accepted by hotels, stores, dive 
operators and restaurants. However, if 
you pay for something in U.S. dollars, 


you are most likely to receive your 


change in C.l. dollars. 

Most of the business establishments in 
Cayman will quote you their prices for 
goods and services in C.l. dollars. Cl. 
stands for Cayman Islands. As with the 
U.S. system, one Cayman dollar is equal 
to 100 Cayman cents. 

The Cayman Islands paper notes are 
very colorful and display a portrait of the 
Queen on the front and different pictures 
depicting local scenes on the reverse 
side. [he notes are issued in the follow- 
ing denominations: $1 (blue); $5 (green): 
$10 (red); $25 (brown & orange), $40 
(purple); and $100 (orange). Coins pres- 
ently in circulation are in 1, 5, 10 and 25 
cent denominations. 

The main difference between U.S. dol- 
lars and Cayman dollars is the fact that 
they are not equal in value. According to 
an agreement of the International Mone- 
tary Fund, the exchange rate is fixed at 
C.l. $1.00 = U.S. $1.20. However, res- 
taurants and shops will convert at US. 
$1.25 in order to cover bank charges. If 
you expect to spend a large sum of mon- 
ey during your visit, it may be worth your 
time to stop in at one of the downtown 
banks to exchange your dollars at a more 
favorable rate.

WHERE TO STAY 
Grand Cayman has 15 different hotels 
and approximately 25 condominiums 
which cater to visitors. [he differences 
between a hotel and a condominium are: 
the extent of services available: the ca- 
pacily of the room or suite: and the pric- 


_ing of the accommodations. 


Grand Cayman hotels offer a wide vari- 
ety of guest services including; meals, 
watersports, cocktail lounge, entertain- 
ment and so on. Condominiums are basi- 
cally efficiency apartments with their own 
kitchen facilities. Guests are on their own 
as far as transportation, meals, entertain- 
ment and activities. At the hotels, guests 
are charged for rooms on a per guest ba- 
sis while condominiums are rented by the 
apartment and guests split the cost 
among themselves. [here is obviously a 
trade-off between the cost and services 
and the choice depends upon the visiting 
diver s individual needs and the limits of 
his/her budget. 

Ninety percent of Grand Cayman's ho- 
tels and condos are at the western end of 
the island, near the main city of George 
Town and the majority of restaurants. [he 
wesi side of the island is in the lee of the 
normal trade winds and thus offers the 
calmest waters and the most inviting dive 
concitions. it is also the location of Cay- 
man's famous Seven Mile Beach, the 
heart of most of the island's watersports. 

Grand Cayman hotels span the entire 
spectrum of resort facilities ranging from 


_modest guest lodges to luxurious beach- 


front hotels. [he largest concentration of 
facilities is on hotel row along Seven Mile 
Beach. Here you will find five beachfront 
hotels including; Beach Club Colony, 
Coral Caymanian, LeClub Cayman, Holl- 
day Inn and the Royal Palms Hotel. All 
five of these hotels are right on the beach 
and are perfectly suited for sunbathing, 
swimming, sailing, snorkeling and of 
course, scuba. Many of the dive boats 
pull right up on the beach, in front of 
these hotels, to pick up their passengers. 

Also on the same Seven Mile Beach 
are many luxurious condos such as Lon- 
don House, Plantana, Villas of the Galle- 
on, Plantation Village, and others. [hese 
condo units are available for rent on a 
daily or weekly basis and arrangements 
can be made through dive shop opera- 
tors or booking agencies representing 
Various Condos. 

In the same area but on the other side 
of the highway is the Cayman islander, a 
modern, commercial style motel. While it 
does not have a beach or activities, it 
does feature a swimming pool, poolside 
bar and coffee shop. [he hotel does pro- 
vide access to Seven Mile Beach and 
Bob Soto's Diving Limited transports 
guests to the dive boats and Soto Dive 
Centers on a daily basis. 

North of Seven Mile Beach, beyond 
West Bay Village is the very lovely Span- 
ish Cove, a luxurious full service dive re- 
sort. This facility is on the north side, just 
around the corner from Seven Mile 
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Restaurant

SHOPPING 

Grand Cayman's freeport shopping op- 
portunities are quite unique. You will find 
many items here which are simply unob- 
tainable in other parts of the Caribbean. 
For example, Grand Cayman artisans ex- 
cel in the making of black coral jewelry. 
There are at least one dozen stores 
which offer a wide selection of hana- 
crafted products. You can purchase any- 
thing from a simple coral pendant to a 
complete collection of silverware with in- 
dividually carved black coral handles. 
Some of the more elaborate pieces of 
jewelry include black coral and rare 
gems in gold settings. 

Other unique shopping opportunities 
include; Wedgewood china, handblown 
glass statues from Italy, beautifully cut 
crystal from all parts of Europe and deli- 
cate porcelain statues. There is also the 
usual selection of expensive perfumes, 
fine liquors, cameras, watches and elec- 





tronic equipment. All of these items are 
offered at very attractive prices. 


DIVE OPERATORS 

Grand Cayman has four types of dive 
operators: 1) resort hotels with their own 
dive services; 2) resort hotels with dive 
operator concessions; 3) independent 
operators serving guests from any hotel 
or condominiums; 4) operators wha don’t 
fit any of the other categories. © 

Of the 22 dive operations on Grand 
Cayman, six are hotel owned and oper- 
ated. These include: South Cove, Cay- 
man Kai, Cayman Diving Lodge, Spanish 
Cove, Sunset House and Tortuga Club. 
These operations are right on the hotel 
property and designed to specifically 
serve guests at these hotels. However, 
they will accommodate guests from other 
hotels and condos on a space available 
basis. All six are full service facilities 
which include dive shops, air fill stations, 
boats, underwater guides and so on. 

An additional five hotels have fran- 


chised dive concessions on their proper- 
ties. These include: the two Bob Soto div- 
ing centers at the Holiday Inn and the 
Cayman Islander; Don Foster’s Dive 
Grand Cayman Ltd. which serves the 
Royal Palms Hotel/Coral Caymanian; 
and Surfside Water Sports at LeClub 
Cayman (formerly Galleon Beach). 
Again, these particular dive operations 
are designed to accommodate guests 
staying at these respective hotels, but 
they are not necessarily limited to guests 
only. Quite often, there are additional 
customers from other hotels and con- 
dominiums. Bob Soto’s Diving Ltd. also 
has a dive center at the London House, 
a condominium on Seven Mile Beach. 
At present there are six independent 
dive operators who are not at any hotel 
but instead serve customers from just 
about any hotel, condominium, private 
residence or visiting yacht. These facili- 
ties include: the Bob Soto’s Scuba Cen- 
ter, Calypso Divers, Peter Milburn’s Dive 
Cayman, Quabbin Dives (Cayman), Clin- 
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Valley of the Rays. 


ton Ebanks’ Scuba Cayman and Sea- 
sports. Most of these pick up their cus- 
tomers right off Seven Mile Beach. 

The four remaining specialty operators 
who do not fit any of the categories de- 
scribed so far include: F.L.A.G. Underwa- 
ter Services which is basically a dive 
shop on Mary Street in the middie of 
George lown. This operation rents scuba 
gear, provides customers with a dive 
map and encourages beach diving. 
F.L.A.G. has no boat. Fisheye Photo- 
graphic Services is a full service inde- 
pendent U/W photo center which oper- 
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ates two dive boats, specifically for photo 
classes and specialty photo dives. 
Fisheye rents photo gear, processes film 
and conducts classes daily. [he M/V 
Cayman Diver is a live-aboard boat which 
makes a one week cruise to many of the 
more remote dive locations around 
Grand Cayman. [he Cayman Diver can 
accommodate up to 12 divers and has its 
own tanks and compressor. Eden Rock 
Diving Center is a dive shop and air sta- 
tion at the waters edge just south of 
George |own. [his facility rents gear and 
encourages shore diving right from the

mate in dive boat entry and exit. These 
craft can be driven onto Seven Mile 
Beach for loading scuba gear and pas- 
sengers. The fronts are equipped with 
large ramps that are lowered onto the 
beach: Guests simply walk out onto the 
vessel. The ramp is raised when the boat 
is underway and lowered into the water 
when the boat is anchored at the dive 
site. To enter the water, divers simply 
walk off the ramp; they swim back onto 
it when exiting the water. 

_ Flattop dive boats are used extensively 
in Grand Cayman as the west side of the 
island is blessed with flat, calm water on 
a year-round basis. These craft offer a 
tremendous amount of deck space, a sta- 
ble platform and a little more speed than 
the dive barges. With the flattops, dive 
operators are able to travel faster and far- 
ther, giving them a wider range of wall 
dive locations. The dive boats range in 
size from 28 to 34 feet and can accom- 
modate up to 16 divers. 

The monohull dive boats currently in 
use by Grand Cayman dive operators are 
vessels specifically customized for scuba 
diving. These craft move fast and can 
handle choppy seas when the occasion 
arises. With the monohull boat, operators 
can reach some of the more spectacular 
wall dives along the North Wall, the South 
Sound and the East End. All of the mono- 
hulls are equipped with specially de- 
signed dive ladders, tank racks and scu- 
ba gear storage areas.

The following is a brief synopsis of the 
underwater attractions which can be 
found in each of these. 


SEVEN MILE BEACH AREA 

The north end of Seven Mile Beach has 
become increasingly popular over the 
past few years and most all of the dive 
operators run daily trips to this area. One 
of the favorites is Sentinel Rock, an ex- 
tremely photogenic drop-off with a high 
coral rampart, lovely tube sponges and 
giant gorgonian fans. 

Slightly east of Sentinel Rock is Or- 
ange Canyon, so named because of its 
brilliant array of colorful orange elephant 
ear sponge formations. The best diving 
here is at 75 to 80 feet. Sitting in the cen- 
ter of a split canyon is a very large coral 
head that comes up to 50 feet. The top is 
shaped like a mushroom and about 75 
feet in diameter. Depth at the base is 100 
feet. The canyon on the south side of the 
head is lined with orange elephant ear 
sponge formations, stretching for a dis- 


tance of 60 feet and rising up almost 40 


feet from the canyon floor. Growing 
among the orange sponges is a forest of 
black gorgonian fans, making it an ideal 
dive spot for the U/W photographer. : 

One of the most impressive drop-offs in 
Grand Cayman is a dive site known as” 
Big Tunnel. About 250 yards from Or- 
ange Canyon, this is one dive that every 
visitor to Cayman should make. Big Tun- 
nel features a giant coral archway, the 
top of which is at 105 feet; the bottom, at 
120 feet. While there are many smaller 
tunnels, crevices and overhangs, the real 
thrill of this dive is to dive the archway. 
The interior of it is beautifully adorned 
with all types of colorful sponge forma- 
tions and a row of black gorgonian fans 
lines the outer rim of the archway. Some 
of these fans are four feet tall. Visibility at 
Big Tunnel frequently exceeds 125 feet, 
and sometimes reaches 175 feet. 

Trinity Caves is as famous as Big 
Tunnel, and certainly just as impressive. 
Trinity Caves is a vertical drop-off where 
four separate coral tunnels converge. 
There are two tunnels which run almost 
parallel to each other. They begin in ap- 
proximately 60 feet and slope gradually 
downward to 100 feet where they exit to- 
gether on the face of the wall. Slightly 
south of the twin tunnels is a shorter but 
more winding tunnel which also leads to 
the drop-off. The fourth tunnel is to the 
right of this exit. 

Trinity Caves is also popular because 
of the black coral which grows along the 
walls and floor of the passageways and 
on the outside face of the drop-off. Also

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along the outside face are giant basket 
sponges and barrel sponges. 

About one-half mile south of Trinity 
Caves is a dive site known as Sand 
Chute. The top of this dive starts in 60 
feet of water where you discover a 300 
foot wide river of sand that slopes on a 
gradual incline to the edge of the drop- 
off. The white sand slope looks like a 
snow ski run with mountains of coral for- 
mations bordering the sides. These for- 
mations are at least 100 feet long and 
rise up 60 feet with almost vertical sides. 

The most unique feature of Sand Chute 
is the monstrous barrel sponge that 
grows out from the south wall at about 
100 feet. This is one of the largest barrel 
sponges in the Caribbean, measuring 
nine feet tall by six feet in diameter. Its 
overall color is pinkish gray. Just above 
the big barrel is a slightly smaller basket 
sponge in 90 feet of water. It is about five 
feet tall and six feet in diameter. This dive 
also has many red sponges in the 100 to 
130 foot area. 

Spanish Anchor is a shallow dive, 
used as a second morning dive. The reef 
lies in 50 feet of water and was named for 
an old anchor (believed to be Spanish) 
embedded in the coral. This site also has 
a large coral mound which rises 15 feet 
off the bottom and provides shelter for 
various sized lobsters, cleaner shrimp 
and arrowcrabs. There are a lot of tame 
fish on this reef, including several spe-

cies of angelfish. 

Next door to Spanish Anchor is Aquar- 
ium, another shallow dive at about 45 to 
50 feet deep. Once you’ve dived Aquari- 
um you will be spoiled for the rest of the 
week, for the fish are so tame here you 
almost have to push them away from 
your facemask. The fish on this reef have 
been well cared for by visiting divers and 
are eagerly awaiting your gift of food. 
Handouts are gratefully accepted by 
queen angels, gray angles, hogfish, 
butterflyfish and sergeant majors. 

Peter’s Reef, just south of Aquarium, 
also features tame fish (they swim back 
and forth between the two reefs). This 
dive is also in about 50 feet of water. The 
bottom is sandy with parallel coral ridges 
running perpendicular to the beach. The 
most unique feature of this reef is a large 
stand of pillar coral. 

The Oro Verde lies in 50 feet of water, 
about one-quarter mile off the beach of 
LeClub Cayman (formerly Galleon Beach 
Hotel). Deliberately sunk in 1980, this 
shipwreck has become one of the most 
popular dives in Cayman. The 184 foot 
ship lies on her starboard side, complete- 
ly intact and has become a refuge for all 
types of marine life. There are schools of 
yellowtail snapper and sergeant majors 
Swarm around divers brave enough to 
carry breakfast scraps. French angelfish 
and gray angelfish approach divers with- 
out fear. 

Royal Palms Ledge lies off the Royal 
Palms Hotel in 35 to 55 feet of water. The 
top has tightly clustered coral heads pro- 
viding protection for small fish. The un- 
derside of the ledge curves sharply back, 
going down to a sandy channel at 55 
feet. The dive is best known for the abun- 
dance of tiny invertebrates that cling to 
the walls of the ledge. 


GEORGE TOWN AND SOUTH 

Soto’s Reef is on the north side of 
George Town Harbour, directly off the 
Lobster Pot and Bob Soto’s Diving Head- 
quarters. This is a very shallow dive, 25 
to 35 feet deep, with coral heads as shal- 
low as Six feet below the surface. It is per- 
fect for snorkelers. For scuba divers this 
reef offers many tunnels and coral cham- 
bers to explore. The caves often contain 
small schools of baitfish. A late afternoon 
dive here creates a church-like atmos- 
phere as sunlight streams through open- 
ings in the high, vaulted coral chambers. 

The remains of the 375 foot Balboa 
are scattered over several acres of ocean 
bottom of George Town Harbour. Only 
200 yards off the town pier, this site has 
played host to hundreds of thousands of 
divers over the past years. Sunk during 
a 1932 hurricane, this wreck has a good 
deal of marine life growing on it. This has 
attracted great numbers of fish, as well as 
divers. Depths range from 25 to 35 feet 
of water. The Balboa is a delight for be- 
ginning divers, wreck divers and under- 
water photographers. Its convenient loca-

level. At this point it spills over a lip and 
out onto the vertical face of a drop-off. 
Three Sisters is a favorite dive for the 
East End. [hese are three pinnacles not 
more than 50 yards apart, right on the 
edge of the drop-off that begins in 50 to 
60 feet of water. They are about 70 feet 
in diameter and almost 90 feet tall. The 
pinnacles have bright red sponges grow- 
ing on their sides. 
The Maze is just east of the Cayman 
Diving Lodge and takes only five minutes 
to reach by boat. [his site was named for 
its intricate series of intertwining coral 


canyons which are very narrow and fairly 


deep. Some of these are 60 to 80 feet 
tall, with vertical walls lined with black 
coral, sponges and gorgonians. Large 
animals are usually sighted here includ- 
ing turtles, sharks, stingrays and group- 
ers. Visibility is usually good. | 

Lying directly off the Tortuga Club, Cin- 
derella’s Castle features many tunnels 
and ravines to wander through. Great 
stands of elkhorn coral provide underwa- 
ter photographers with great angles. This 
dive area ranges in depth from 25 to 60 
feet. [he guides from the Tortuga Club 
have tamed the fish here—enjoy! 


CAYMAN KAI/NORTH WALL 

No Name Wall is straight out from 
Rum Point Channel, at the eastern end of 
North Sound. It is a favorite with divers 
staying at Cayman Kai Resort. The top of 
the drop-off begins at 55 feet with a 
sharply sloping wall. The upper edge is 
uniquely marked by a Series of four paral- 
lel coral ravines. One of the main attrac- 
tions of No Name Wall is an unusually 
large crimson sponge growing out from 
the face of the drop-off at 120 feet. 

Grand Canyon is a breathtaking coral 
wall which almost defies description. Two 
giant coral ramparts jut outward from the 
vertical wall creating a chasm of clear 
blue water in between. It is about 150 feet 
from one rampart to the other and the rim 
of the wall curves sharply inward forming 
a U-shaped indentation. The tops of the 
two coral buttresses are at a depth of /0 
feet and their sides form vertical walls 
that plunge straight down. [his dive site 
is loaded with some of the biggest black 
coral trees on Grand Cayman. 

Gale’s Mountain is another favorite of 
Cayman Kai which was discovered by 
one of the divemasters at the resort. With- 
in swimming distance of Grand Canyon, 
this dive is worth a second look. Gale’s 
Mountain is a miniature submarine moun- 
tain peak which sits right on the edge of 
the drop-off. It is approximately 250 feet 
across the base, flattened at the peak 
and rises to within 40 feet of the surface. 
There are often schools of small reef fish 
along the top of the peak.

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there. The top of the reef is at 25 feet and 
there is a drop-off which goes down to 55 
feet. It is a small vertical wall sometimes 
called Little Drop-off. This dive is popular 
because of its many small invertebrates 
and is considered to be one of the best 
macro dives on the island. 

Hepp’s Pipeline is off the northwest 
shore, directly out from the Turtle Farm. 
The reef has a strangely shaped undercut 
coral ledge from 30 to 65 feet. The ledge 
runs parallel to the shore for hundreds of 
yards and contains many fascinating 
sponge formations. There is one huge 
sponge called Neptune’s Chair because 
it is shaped like a natural seat and is 
large enough for a scuba diver to sit in. 
It faces the sea and looks as though it 
might have been King Neptune’s Throne! 


LITTLE CAYMAN/ 
CAYMAN BRAC 


The twin sister islands of Little Cayman 
and Cayman Brac are some 70 to 80 
miles northeast of Grand Cayman and 
separated from the main island by a deep 
water channel. These two islands have 
remained pretty much unaffected by 
Grand Cayman’s boom in tourism, con- 
dominium development and banking. 
Cayman Brac has a resident population 
of 1500 people and a rural atmosphere. 
Little Cayman is totally undeveloped and

HOTELS 

Two exciting developments on Cay- 
man Brac to take place this past year are 
the lengthening of the airport runway: to 
accommodate commercial 727 jets, and 
the refurbishing and expansion of Cay- 
man Brac’s leading dive resort hotel. 

The Brac Reef Hotel has been pur- 
chased by the Divi Divi Corporation and 
renamed the Tiara Beach Hotel. The Divi 
Divi Corporation, under the direction of 
diver/attorney Wally Wiggins, is best 
known for the development of the Flamin- 
go Beach Hotel—Bonaire’s biggest dive 
resort. Using the same formula for suc- 
cess, Divi Divi has refurbished and ex- 
panded the Tiara Beach property. Sitting 
on the south side of the Brac, this hotel 
is an all around resort with a tennis court, 
freshwater swimming pool and two bars. 

Two other hotels on the Brac are Buc- 
caneer’s Inn and new Brac Reef Hotel. 

Litle Cayman also has new develop- 
ments this year: Pirates Point, a small 
hotel facility designed specifically for div- 
ers, continues to grow. It is the very first 
scuba resort to be established on Little 
Cayman and features a small dive shop, 
three air compressors, 40 scuba tanks 
and four boats. This eight room resort 
can handle groups of up to 16 divers. 

Other hotels here are the Southern 
Cross Club and Kingston Bight Lodge. 


DIVE SITES/CAYMAN BRAC 

Off the south shore and one mile east 
of the Tiara Beach Hotel is a shallow dive 
known as Condo. This reef has unusually 
large elkhorn: In some places it rises up 
from the 40 foot bottom to within 10 feet 
of the surface. The elkhorn is fairly thick, 
thus there is a maze of tunnels and pas- 
sageways beneath the branches. 

Anchor Site is an exciting wall dive 
which begins at 65 feet. The main feature 
of this site is a giant iron anchor caught 
in a crevice 95 feet back from the face of 
the wall. The anchor is nine feet tall and 
seven feet across the flukes and is esti- 
mated to be 100 years old. This is con- 
sidered to be one of the most remarkable 
dive sites at Cayman Brac.

sponges. There is a giant double basket 
sponge which sits on the edge of the 


sponge is at least six feet tall and over 
eight feet wide. The drop-off itself is a se- 
ries of massive coral ravines which often 
turn into tunnels. There are many irides- 
cent, azure vase, brown tube and red fin- 
ger sponges. 

Brigg’s Reef is 250 yards offshore a 
house owned by a man named Brigg. lt 
is 20 feet to the top of the elkhorn coral 
reef and 40 feet to the bottom of the can- 
yons. The reef has winding coral chan- 
nels running seaward from shore. 

Wind Sock is an excellent spot for elk- 
horn coral formations, staghorn beds and 
tall pillar corals. Diving depths range from 
25 to 50 feet. There are a lot of small reef 
fish at this location. 

Off the north shore of Cayman Brac, 
Duppy’s Reef is a popular beach dive, 
but it can be dived from a boat. Diving 
depths range from 25 to 40 feet. 

Radar Reef can be dived from shore 
or by boat. Diving depths range from 30 
to 60 feet. There are several types of an- 
gelfish living here including; grays, 
queens and French. 

The Prince Frederick 's off the south 
shore, about a 45 minute boat ride from 
the hotel. The wreck lies in 20 to 25 feet 
of water and is broken into sections. The

LITTLE CAYMAN/DIVE SITES 

Lying off the south shore of Little Cay- 
man in about 50 feet of water is the totally 
intact shipwreck the Soto Trader. |t is a 
small island freighter which sits upright 
on the bottom. 

Little Cayman Wall is on the north 
side of the island, two miles east of the 
western tip.

fish appear to be extremely tame on this 
reef and include grouper, squirrelfish, 
parrotfish, jacks, chubs and barracudas. 

One of the best known dive sites on Lit- 
tle Cayman is Bloody Bay Wall. This be- 
gins at a depth of 20 feet and drops verti- 
cally to 1000 feet. The face of the wall is 
absolutely sheer and actually undercuts 
in some places. Along the face of this 
drop-off divers will encounter an extraor- 
dinary variety of colorful sponges. 

There is one section along Bloody Bay 
which is known as Three Fathom Wall. 
Here the lip of the drop-off rises to within 
18 feet of the surface. There is a fairly

strobe is not absolutely essential. 

At one time a very small section of 
Rappel was used as a dumping area for 
electrical fixtures such as air conditioners 
and small transformers. This was long 
before the rules governing the protection 
of Bonaire's reefs were in effect. The dive 
operators on Bonaire got together, and 
with the help of about ten divers, re- 
moved almost every piece of debris, 
making Rappel perhaps one of the most 
beautiful and unique reefs on Bonaire. 

The dive boats from all the shops and 
hotels take trips to Rappel and tie up to 
the permanent mooring there so no an- 
chors will damage the reef. It is no longer 
necessary to push off the top of the cliff 
with rope and carabiners, laden down 
with full scuba gear, to see the reef and 
fish. If you actually want to do Rappel the 
classic way you can bring your ropes— 
but the trip back up the cliff is a bit harder 
than getting Gown. tt.

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t was a warm spring day that greeted 

the anxious crowd in May 1881. People 
had journeyed from many parts of the 
country to view the launching of a new 
vessel that was causing quite a stir in the 
marine community. The reason for that 
stir was gazed upon by the excited 
crowd: She stood with a sleek black hull 
and five towering masts. Her name was 
the David Dows and they called her 
Queen of the Lakes, and fittingly so, for 
she was the largest sailing vessel ever to 
navigate those waters. 

The five masts, ranging in size from 21 

to 36 inches in diameter, were each 97 
feet high. A topmast 65 feet high was 
then added to each of these, making the 
total height 162 feet. The five masts en- 
abled her to carry an enormous 70,000 
yards of the finest Mt. Vernon duck can- 
vas without being top heavy. The fore- 
mast was square rigged, with double top- 
sails and topgallant sails, making this 
proud ship an unmistakable sight from 
shore. She had two centerboards to help 
her navigate a straight course and they 
were retractable so she could sail the 
shallow waters near some ports. Her keel 
was 260 feet and her overall length, 278 
feet. Her rib frames were strengthened by 
ten tons of eight inch strapping, a new 
idea at the time. 
_ Touring the giant ship for the first time, 
guests were dmazed to find furnishings 
no less luxurious than those of the finest 
hotels of the time. The forecastle and 
cabin, both above decks, were quite 
comfortable and filled with modern con- 
veniences. The large, roomy forecastle 
featured berths for eight men plus a cozy 
sitting room. In the cabin were spacious 
rooms for all the ship’s officers and a 
handsome dining room with hand carved 
ceiling panels. 

Eight large hatches found access to the 
hold which could house 2500 to 2800 
tons of soft coal or 90,000 bushels of 
wheat. These loads, however, were limit- 
ed by the shallow waters of the lake har- 
bors. Her career as a freight hauler was 
highly questionable though. She set rec- 
ords for hauling grain but she was ru- 
mored to be too large to be very maneu- 
verable. Following two collisions which 
resulted in the sinking of the schooner 
Charles K. Nims and four deaths due to 
drowning on the schooner Richard Mott, 
her topmasts were taken down and her 
rig simplified. 

She ended her career as a barge on 
November 30, 1889. She was being 
towed down Lake Michigan by the steam- 
er Aurora in a strong gale with heavy 
seas and thick snow. At 8:00 pm on the 
29th she sprang a leak and the steam 
pump and hand pump could only slow 
the level of water in the hold. At 3:00 on 


the morning of the 30th the steam pump. 
gave out. After a long, fruitless struggle to 
bring his tow nearer the port of Chicago, 
Captain Kelly of the Aurora cast off his 
tow line in an effort to go for help for the 
stricken Dows. The crew, seeing this, de- 
spaired. They gave up work at the pumps 
and climbed the rigging to await the end. 
By the time they were eventually rescued 
by a tug the men suffered frostbitten 
hands and feet but no lives were lost. 

Now, after much anticipation, came my 
time to dive the wreck. | checked my 
pressure gauge. It read 3100, a good fill. 
Maybe this was an omen of a good dive 
ahead. | checked my equipment one last 
time then did a back roll into cold Lake 
Michigan waters. Drifting down the an- 
chor line | vaguely saw the bottom 
through the twilight. | halted my descent 
and checked my depth gauge. It read 20 
feet. | was in 40 feet of water so that 
meant | had 20 feet of visibility; another 
good omen. In southern Lake Michigan, 
about nine miles off Chicago, six or sev- 
en feet is average visibility. 

| reached the anchor but found no 
wreck! It had to be here, we had gotten 
a good signal on our sounder. | swam 
about 25 feet straight out from the anchor 
and looked around. There, out of the blue 
green, was the faint image of a mammoth 
dark wall. | swam closer. It was about 12 
feet high, 2 feet thick and 15 feet long. | 
realized this must be one of the two cen- 
terboards the Dows carried. A little far- 
ther along | found the hull to be relatively 
intact but minus all of the decking. 

| swam forward outside the port hull 
and noticed a section of railing on top of 
the gunwale above me. | swam up to it 
and peered through, half expecting to 
see masts and rigging still in. place. They 
weren't. My disappointment didn’t last 
though as | studied the rail and hull more 
closely. Such huge timbers went into the 
building of this ship that she seemed out 
of place at the bottom of Lake Michigan. 
She was truly as invincible as man could 
make her, but hardly a match for the tre- 
mendous seas Lake Michigan generated 
in November of 1889. About 60 to 70 feet 
forward of the stern the hull did a nose 
dive into the sandy bottom. | followed a 
line of ribs sticking up from the bottom 
and saw a large dark object ahead—the 
centerboard again. Forward of this there 
is mostly sand for the wreck is more than 
half buried. She dives into the sand al- 
most as if she were trying to dig her own 
grave. A glance at my pressure gauge 
and | could see | must return to the boat. 
| took a long last look and started my as- 
cent to the familiar world of warmth and 
light. Once back aboard the dive boat |

THE GREAT 


ABALONE 
PLANT 


BY HILLARY HAUSER 








he sealife population of the California 
Channel Islands swelled by about 
9000 baby abalone last August as 
comercial divers got together with sport 
divers in The Great Abalone Plant. 
It was a first, because the two diving 
factions have in the past not harmonized 
all that well. On this day, all friction disap-

peared as commercial divers from the 
California Abalone Association brought 
their boats to the east end of San Miguel 
Island, to lead recreational divers in 
planting the ‘‘babies’’ on the reef. 

“This will be just like planting trees,” 
said CAA president Win Swint to the div- 
ers the night before the dive. ‘‘You will 
dig a thousand little holes and it will take 
some time.’ 

Each abalone would have to be placed 
by hand, commercial diver John Hol- 
comb told the participants, and it would 
take 5-10 seconds for each to grab on. 
Also, it was important that the babies be 
placed in spots protected from underwa- 
ter predators. 

Fishes—particularly the California 
Sheephead and certain types of rock 
cod—would gather around the abalone 
planting spots in hopes of scooting in for 
a handout, Holcomb said. Divers would 
have to chum the planting areas by 
breaking a sea urchin, thus distracting 
the fishes from the baby abalone.

Starfish would have to be removed, 
too, and brought aboard the boats to be 
placed elsewhere. 

The dive went like clockwork. The 
charter boat Conception—donated to the 
project by Roy Hauser and Glen Fritzler 
of Truth Aquatics—left the Santa Barbara 
harbor at 4:00 am, arriving at Cuyler Har- 





bor on San Miguel at 8:00 am. The com- 
mercial boats, about eight of them, ar- 
rived immediately after. 

Then the plant got underway at the east 
end of the island. 

About two dozen recreational divers 
had come to Santa Barbara from as far 
away as San Francisco to participate in 
the planting, paying $100 to buy 100 aba- 
lone each. BlueWater Wetsuits, Los An- 
geles, donated $1,000 and CAA, a Santa 
Barbara-based organization of commer- 
cia divers dedicated to mariculture, sup- 
plied the rest. 

The baby abalone, each measuring be- 
tween 20-25 mm—the largest about the 
size of a quarter—were given to the div- 





ers in plastic bags, about 100 to a bag. 
On the average, it took each diver about 
an hour to plant 50 abalone. The water 
was typical for San Miguel—cold, green 
and with a fair amount of surge—but eve- 
ry diver went in with enthusiasm. 
Abalone are ‘‘simple suction cups,’’ 
Swint told the divers. ‘‘They need a 
clean, smooth place to adhere to, and 
you should tuck them back in a protective 
crack In a ledge close to a sand bottom.”’ 











The suction cups had a tendency to 
stick to each other in the plastic bags and 
divers had to gently slide them apart. The 
baby abalone were planted in groups of 
two to four, with each cluster about two 
feet apart. 

The clustering arrangment, Swint ex- 
plained, would help in the propagation of 
the animals. When an abalone reaches 
about two inches in length, it begins to 
spawn, sending its seed into the ocean 
currents. Within six to 10 days, the spawn 
can drift for miles from its release site, 
and the hope is that some percentage of 
the spawn will develop into whole new 
abalone populations. | 

Mariculturists all have their own philos- 
ophies for replanting programs in the 
open ocean, and CAA’s approach is to 
plant as many abalone as possible—high 
numbers balancing the effects of preda- 
tion on the young animals. 

Swint said that the babies would not be 
visible for about three years, but that 
soon after, ‘‘they would begin to pop out 
all over the place.’ 

‘We hope you take something back 
with you,’ Swint told the divers. ‘‘Mainly 
that you've just given something back to 
the sea.’’ >t.

Jim and Cathy Church will conduct 
their 1984 summer U/W photography 
courses at St. Thomas, USVI, for the 
fourth consecutive summer. Multi-level 
and advanced-courses are offered in 
both a seven day and a ten day format.

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Another side of Underwater Photography 


O“: you've mastered the basics of 
underwater photography, and have 
taken the usual pictures of divers and 
sealife, the challenge may diminish. If so, 
you need a fresh technique to present 
new views of subjects before your cam- 
era lens. : 

Photographing reflections can be an 
exciting way to add interest and sparkle 
to your U/W slide shows and/or print dis- 
plays. And, not only will reflections give 
your pictures a new look, but you face the 
challenges -f developing new skills and 
enlarging your concepts of composition. 
Photographing a fish peering at its image 
in a mirror is probably one of the most 
common reflection shots, and many dive- 
masters routinely help photographers set 
these up. But in this article, we will de- 
scribe a less common technique—taking 
a picture showing the subject's image re- 
flected from the underside of a trapped 
pocket of air. 

We were introduced to reflections by 
Armando Jenik during a dive on the 
sunken Cartanser Sr., at Little Buck Is- 
land, St. Thomas, USVI. Cathy was just at 
the end of a passageway when Armando 
signaled her to stop and look up. Cathy 
could see Armando’s reflection clearly on 
the underside of a pocket of air trapped 
beneath the overhead of the passage- 
way. And, from Armando’s position, he 
could see Cathy. Armando beckoned Jim 
over, showed him the setup and moved 
back while Jim photographed Cathy and 
her reflected image. 

The resulting pictures weren't the 
world’s best. The air pocket got progres- 
sively smaller as air escaped through 
some open bolt holes in the overhead, 
ripples on the surface of the air pocket 
distorted the image, and Jim’s exhaust 
bubbles caused debris to rain down from 
the overhead. Parallax and strobe angle 
also caused problems: Because he was 
working close to the reflection with a Ni- 
konos and had to correct for parallax (the 
difference in lines of sight of the viewfind- 
er and lens) he had to move the camera 
after the picture was composed through 
the viewfinder. Thus, he was shooting 
blind at the moment the shutter was trig- 
gered. And, because Cathy was looking 
up toward the reflection, the bottom of 
her mask shaded her face. 

After analyzing the problems, Jim 
made a few stick-figure sketches to illus- 
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trate pose and lighting angle and we re- 
turned to the Cartanser with a plan. First, 
we stationed divemaster Tom Conlin on 
the upper deck, above the passageway, 
to plug the open bolt holes with his 
gloved fingertips. Second, Jim filled the 
air pocket with his octopus regulator. 
And, third, we waited for the ripples to 
subside and debris to settle. 

The stage was now set. Jim slowly 
eased into the passageway, positioning 
himself so he could duck his head 
through a hatchway to exhale. This pre- 
vented his bubbles from striking the over- 
head and breaking debris loose, and 
from striking the air pocket and causing 
ripples. Thus, each time we set the pic- 
ture up, he would have to hold his breath 
while composing and triggering the shut- 
ter. Cathy helped compose the picture by 
looking at Jim’s reflection. As long as she 
could see the:camera lens clearly, she 
knew the lens could see her face. 

The lighting was tricky. Because Cathy 
was at the end of the passageway and 
not covered by the overhead, Jim decid- 
ed to set the aperture for a sunlight expo- 
sure. Beginning with an exposure meter 
reading off the blue-water background, 
he then held his wide-beam strobe at the 
correct strobe-to-subject distance from 
Cathy to balance the metered aperture. 
The strobe had to be aimed downward to 
spread light over Cathy's face and body. 

Another variation we tried was to pho- 
tograph the model’s reflected image only, 
without showing the model below her re- 
flection. This creates a spooky effect be- 
cause slight ripples in the water surface 
cause the model’s image to appear al- 
most ghost-like in the picture. 

Flushed with success, we were anx- 
ious to do more. Our second try was with 
an air pocket inside a large cave, at the 
Chimney in the British Virgin Islands. The 
interior of the cave was lined with a profu- 
sion of yellow cup corals, sponges and 
other brightly-colored life. The air pock- 
et—filled by the bubbles of other divers 
who had passed through—was exquisite- 
ly placed and leaked air only slowly. 

Jim anticipated success, but we had 
problems: The yellow cup corals never 
blossomed, although we visited the cave 
several times throughout the day. And, 
when Jim did try to photograph Ca- 
thy’s reflection, 10,000 divers (according 
to Jim) swam beneath us and zapped the 


reflection with their bubbles. Then, while 
we were taking a break, photographer 
Jeff McAdams (the dirty rat) and model 
Kathie Mullins (the little brat) swam into 
the cave and took several beautiful shots. 
Saving the hard stuff for last, we head- 
ed for a smaller cave that was home for 
a school of glassy sweepers. Several 
groups of divers had passed through the 
cave earlier and we easily found the air 
pocket their bubbles had formed. We 
slowly moved into place until we were 
facing each other from opposite sides of 
the air pocket. Jim raised his camera and 
waited and waited and waited. The 
glassy sweepers, eyeing us warily from 
the darker recesses of the cave, appar- 
ently hadn't read the script. Rather then 
drifting slowly by between us, they stayed 
in the darkness. Cathy would move 
around behind the fish and herd them to- 
ward Jim and the air pocket, but their co- 
operation was minimal. They didn’t seem 
to appreciate the problems of arranging 
a camera, air pocket, model and a school 
of fish in perfect alignment for the picture. 
While we did get some interesting slides: 
that can be used in dissolve slide shows, 
we learned an important point: When 
working with such conditions, have a 
third diver assist by herding the fish. 
Where can you find reflections? Look 
anywhere air can be trapped. At the Bal- 
boa, off Grand Cayman, look at the un- 
dersides of the Roman Columns and in- 
side the main hull sections. Or, look at the 
underside of a surface when it is smooth 
and unruffled. Once you have seen one 
reflection, it's easy to find more. 


When you try your reflection shots, re- 


member that leaky regulators, tank 
valves, etc., can release bubbles that can 
cause problems. Also, when working with 
an U/W model, it is mandatory that you 
discuss the picture ahead of time. A mod- 
el could be quite startled when he/she 
sees the reflection for the first time and 
won't know how to pose or where to look. 
A wide-angle lens is usually best for re- 
flection shots, especially if you want to in- 
clude most or all of the model’s body as 
well as the reflection. A wide-angle lens 
also gives you the depth of field to in- 
clude both corals around the air pocket 
as well as the model. You don’t, how- 
ever, always need a wide-beam strobe. A 
narrow-beam strobe can effectively spot- 
light your model’s head and shoulders.

Don't set focus for the distance from 
the camera to the alr pocket. For the 
sharpest picture of the reflected image, 
set the focus for the total distance from 
camera to reflection to model, but base 
your strobe exposure on the strobe-to- 
aaleleloimelisit-lalece 

At first, you may not see the reflection. 
Start with the air pocket centered be- 
tween you and your model. Then, keep- 
ing the same angles from your bodies to 
the surface, rise up together until you 
reach the angle at which you will see the 
reflection. From there, you can alter your 
positions to fine-tune your composition.

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How To StartA

B:" an U/W photographer enables 
a diver to capture on film the beauty 
and essence of the marine world. It also 
adds a list of problems to the diver’s 
mental well-being, such as techniques, 
equipment, travel, etc. One of the ways 
to deal with these particular problems is 
through participation in an underwater 
photography club. 

A line from the Jules Verne novel 
From the Earth to the Moon explains the 
American way of thinking about clubs. 
“When an American has an idea, he di- 
rectly seeks a second American to 
Share it. If there are three, they elect a 
president and two secretaries. Given 
four, they name a keeper of records 
and the office is ready for work. Given 
five, they converse a general meeting 
and the club is fully constituted.” 

Depending on the growth of your club 
and its needs, this is close to accurate, 
and almost as easy! 

One of the first and primary factors in- 
volved in starting a club is participation 
by its founding members, both from a 
monetary standpoint and time. The 
monetary costs encompass meeting 
room, fliers and phone calls. There are 
a number of variables involved, but list- 
ed below is an outline of a tried and 
proven method of starting and operat- 
ing an U/W photo club. 

1.) Determine the need and interest 
for such a club in your area. This can be 
done by talking to dive stores, clubs 
and every U/W photographer possible. 
Many dive stores will be glad to give 
you the names and telephone numbers 
of photographers they know. 

In starting the club an initial invest- 
ment in fliers is most helpful. These can 
be displayed in dive and camera stores, 
clubs, universities, marinas and any- 
where marine related activities are en- 
joyed. If your local newspaper has a 
weekly supplement or club and special 
events section, this is a good attention 
getter. Many newspapers offer free ad- 
vertising space to non-profit clubs. 

2.) Find a time that is convenient for 
most working people. Tuesday, Wed- 
nesday or Thursday are good days and 





convenient times are 7:30 or 8:00 pm. 
Be sure to allow members time to make 
the meeting without being rushed. 

3.) Select a convenient location for 
the meeting. This problem is most 
prominent in the larger metropolitan 
areas. Try to choose a central, easily 
accessible and easy to find location. Af- 
ter a few months you will get a feel for 
the attendance record. You may notice 
that people in certain areas can't al- 
ways make it because of the distance 
involved, so try to be flexible in the first 
months. In the beginning you may have 
to depend on donated space such as a 
dive store classroom or other alterna- 
tives. After your membership budget 
rises you may step up to a permanent 
meeting place, such as a hotel meeting 
room. Prices can vary for meeting 
rooms, from $35 to $100 a month, de- 
pending on your needs. Many will fur- 
nish the room and bartender with a port- 
able wet bar. 

“4.) Charge membership dues. This 
_ will depend primarily on the club’s over- 
head such as meeting room, bar, adver- 
tising, newsletter and any extras. A nor- 
mal membership fee would be $15 or 
$20 a year. It is a good idea to try and 
arrange as many benefits for the mem- 
bers as possible, such as discounts at 
photo, dive and framing stores, res- 
taurants, etc. Anything you can offer will 
put you closer to filling your initial mem- 
bership. Stress that the club is for enter- 
tainment and education. It also gives the 
participant a chance to do something 
with his or her work other than allowing 
slides to collect dust in a closet. 

One of the most important aspects of 
getting the ball rolling and keeping it 
rolling is membership. All members 
should share in the responsibility of 
keeping the club active. 

5.) Choose a format. This should be 
as educational and entertaining as pos- 
sible. The club agenda could include a 
continuing photo course to be taught 
monthly; a fish or creature of the month 
slide show by the members; a question 
and answer period on problems and 
techniques; or an equipment list for the 
sale of used equipment. 

If the entertainment features a slide 
presentation, it should be as profession- 
al as possible. The more entertaining 
the slide show, the more interest will be 
shown in the club, in a number of ways. 

A slide show, for example: 


A.) Promotes questions and answers 
on techniques and equipment. 

B.) Provides a much greater chance 
of members and prospective members 
returning. 

C.) Promotes participation by mem- 
bers (they will want to give their own 
presentations). 

After the club gets on its feet finan- 
cially it may be possible and definitely 
appropriate to pay for professional 
shows.

6.) Plan extracurricular activities. 
These can include trips and charters to 
an exotic spot or for a day. Try to take 
advantage of group rates. Activities 
could include: 

A.) A flea market for dive gear and 
camera gear. 

B.) An U/W photography contest for 
either the club or your area. 

C.) Selling raffle tickets, with the win- 
ner receiving half the proceeds and the 
club receiving the other half. 

7.) Organize club procedures and 
laws. Unfortunately, business is usually 
the boring portion of any club meeting, 
especially for a newcomer, but this is al- 
so the time to vote for any new ideas 
and changes. Check with other clubs or 
a lawyer to find out the legal require- 
ments for operating a non-profit club. 
Laws can vary from state to state and 
city to city, so make sure that all is legal. 
You can be flexible in the beginning but 
after the club gets rolling, make sure 
that all laws are observed. 

After the club gets on its feet, a selec- 
tion of officers either by secret ballots or 
open debate will be appropriate. 

Having reusable name tags for mem- 
bers helps to break the ice and let eve- 
ryone know who's who. 

B.) Balance the budget. Any revenue 
generated by the club should go for the 
overhead and benefits. After awhile ex- 
tras, such aS membership cards, news- 
letters and T-shirts can be added. It may 
even be possible to add a dissolve unit 
to the inventory, or bring in a big name 
for a yearly show. 

9.) Put out a newsletter. This can be 
a self-supporting proposition if handled 
right. It will also save telephoning mem- 
bers and prospective members to re- 
mind them of the upcoming meetings 
and events. 

The newsletter can be a simple one 
page flier or a full-fledged, information 
packed newsletter. One way to make it 
self-supporting is to encourage adver- 
tising. This can be done either through 
selling ads or simply putting an extra fli- 
er in the envelope. Classified ads 
should be free to all members! 

An alternative to the newsletter, espe- 
cially in the beginning, is a call list in 
which members volunteer to call other 
members or prospectives who live 
nearby. Generally, the best time to call 
is between 6:30 and 8:00 pm. 

The success of the club, in the begin- 
ning, will depend on the energy and 
foresight of its founding members. 
Hopefully, this information will help you 
Start a successful U/W photography 
club in your area. It’s really not as hard 
as it may seem! vst.

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adical is the word for Radhial boats. 

They represent a bold departure from 
conventional inflatable boat design, and 
they work. Some of the toughest judges 
in the world have wrung Radhials through 
rigid testing procedures, including the 
U.S. Navy Special Warfare Group, the 
Canadian Mines, Energy and Resources 
Group, and the U.S. Army Special 
Forces. All have chosen the Italian boat 
to meet their needs. 

When we tested Radhial’s biggest 
model, the 955, a year ago we were im- 
pressed as well. In our report, we con- 
cluded that if the company could con- 
vince Americans to accept a plastic boat, 
they had a winner on their hands. Appar- 
ently, they have. 

American distributor Franco Rossi re- 
turned to the Long Beach Boat Show re- 





cently with his best selling model, the 12 
~ foot 630, for us to test. We discovered 
many similarities to its larger brother, and 
a few differences. 

First, let us reexamine what makes 
Radhial different. It is the only inflatable 
boat with inner tubes. That's right, just 
like today’s buoyancy compensators, the 
Radhial’s three air chambers consist of 
separate PVC foil tubes. The material has 
been made even thinner in the past year 
for less weight and more pliability. It is a 
stretchy material designed to be airtight 
only, because, like tires, the tough outer 
fabric gives the boat its strength and pro- 
tects the inner tubes. When inflated, the 
tube seals snugly against the outer mate- 
rial, SO not even water can come be- 
tween. In case of a puncture, a patch 
placed on the outside of the tube is held 
solidly in place by air pressure. The same 
holds true for patches on the inside of the 
outer material. Thus, patches applied in 
the field are strong and absolutely se- 
cure. The effect is the same as having a 
patch between two hands, pressing 
against each other. No matter which sur- 
face the patch is on, the other one 
presses against it, thus reinforcing the re- 
pair. If the owner forgot his repair kit con- 
taining glue and patches, duct tape or 
electrician’s tape will do the job on all but 
the largest holes. An electric heat sealing 
tool is available as an option for perma- 
nent repairs. 

Not a drop of glue is used in the manu- 
facture of Radhial boats. All seams are 
electronically welded. This is possible be- 
cause the outer covering is made of a

tough, durable fabric called Erstrom. Be- 
ginning with a base of 1000 denier poly- 
ester Trevira, impregnated with a combi- 
nation of PVC and polyurethane, Erstrom 
is thick, rugged and impervious to ultravi- 
olet radiation, gasoline and most sol- 
vents. The parent company, Plasteco Mi- 
lano of Italy, has used this material for 
over 20 years in such things as pneumat- 
ic structures, industrial containers, and 
marine salvage tools. For extra strength, 
the bottom covering of Radhial boats has 








a double layer of base fabric. 

All fittings are screwed into the hull. 
The inner bag construction makes this 
possible. Handles, for example, are 
made of nylon/fiber resin, in the shape of 
a cleat. They are bolted through the outer 
fabric to a backing plate of the same ma- 
terial, utilizing four stainless steel bolts 
and lock nuts. The transom, valves and 
bow deck are attached in a similar man- 
ner. Thus, they can be removed and re- 
placed by the owner if repairs ever be- 
come necessary. 

Radhial’s innovations continue with the 
patented zipper, running along the perim- 
eter of the boat. Actually a system of in- 
terlocking plastic toggles, it can be 
opened by the owner to repair or replace 
an inner tube if necessary. When fully in- 
flated, the zipper is securely locked, but 
the links can be pried apart individually 
when the air is released. Made of a ny-

Radhial’s spare parts kit is the most ex- 
tensive we have seen for an inflatable 
boat. It includes a set of tools, patches, 
glue and replacement screws and wash- 
ers. Also included is a spare valve and 
even a spare side air chamber. Additional 
standard equipment includes a pressure 
gauge, a pair of oars, a hand pump which 
deflates as well as inflates, grab lines, 
carrying bags and a mahogany foredeck. 

The foredeck replaces the convention- 
al fabric bowdodger offered by most 
boats. It screws into fittings on the for- 
ward pontoons, offering a splash-free 
bow storage area. Occupants can kneel 
or sit on the foredeck, and an optional 
boarding ladder can be stored there. The 
Radhial’s keel and floorboards are made 
of the same marine grade mahogany. In 
a boat as advanced as this one, it is sur- 
prising that only wooden floorboards are 
offered. The company says that they save 
weight over the aluminum ones. 

The wooden keel fits into a groove in 
the transom and breaks into two pieces 
for storage. Thrust is distributed from the 
motor throughout the boat, helping to 
support the transom and reduce wear. 
The deep-V bottom resulting from the 
keel design allows a blunt bow which af- 
fords maximum interior space. 

Ina 12 foot boat, one needs all the inte- 
rior space possible. At 12 feet, 2 inches 
in length, the 6380 has as much usable 











space as boats six inches longer, and is 
easily carried on top of a car. We tested 
the boat at Long Beach Harbor, carrying 
four passengers and powered by an 18 
horsepower engine. It was a bit of a 
struggle to get on a plane, finally requir- 
ing a bit of shifting of personnel up to- 
ward the bow. But once it got there, the

to steering input with precision and the 
wooden keel held well on turns, just as 
wooden keels are supposed to. It 
bounced a bit over light chop, but no 
more than one would expect of a 12 foot 
boat. All in all, we rate it as a good per- 
former. It would do even better with a 
larger engine, perhaps 25 horsepower. 

The 630 should prove to be a rugged, 
low maintenance, state of the art vessel 
for three or four divers making short trips 
to offshore reefs. It is a scaled down ver- 
sion of the highly respected 955. With 
three feet less length, it lacks the range, 
power, Capacity and smooth ride of its 
bigger brother. However, it offers advan- 
tages in terms of light weight, portability 
and economy. Due to the strength of 
American currency, the price has been 
reduced $300 from a year ago, bringing 
it in just under the $2,000 mark. For more

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CHARLES JEHLE RETIRES 


harles J. Jehle, one of the most re- 

spected and influential figures in the 
international dive industry, retires this 
month from his post as president of Sea- 
Quest, Incorporated, the company he 
founded in 1971. 

SeaQuest, which started as a small two 
person operation in Orange, California, 
reached $1 million in sales after its first 
18 months in business. Today, SeaQuest 
is one of the most sophisticated manufac- 
turer/marketers in the world of diving. Its 
line of buoyancy compensators repre- 
sents the acknowledged state-of-the-art 
and the entire range of products mar- 
keted by SeaQuest is considered to be 
among the finest in the world. 

In 1955, at a time when most people 
knew very little about scuba diving, Jehle 
became interested in it and took it up as 
a hobby. Diving equipment, such that 





there was, was primitive, yet Jehle stayed 
with his pursuit. By 1958, he was em- 
ployed in a full time position as a com- 
mercial diver for Northville Oil Docks in 
New York. Later he became known as 
one of the better commercial divers in the 
early years of the industry. 

In 1961, AMF Voit invited Jehle to join 
with them in developing the retail market 
for their Swimaster Water Sports Divi- 
sion. He worked throughout the eastern 
states as a salesman for the company. 

After three years in sales, AMF Voit 
advanced Jehle to the position of product 
manager for the Swimaster line. By the 
time he left Voit in 1971 he was the mar- 
keting manager for the entire Water 
Sports Division of the company. 

Jehle knew the market and the sport 


_ and he felt that he had the ability and en- 


ergy to make contributions and innova- 
tions of significance to the sport of diving. 
SeaQuest was formed and quickly estab- 
lished its name in the industry through 
quality products including wetsuits, 
Knives, snorkels, masks and BCs. 

In 1973, SeaQuest was purchased by 
Medalist Industries, a company well 
known in the sporting goods field. Jehle 
stayed with the company he had founded 
and served as president and director. In 














January of 1975, Medalist reorganized 
and Jehle took the opportunity to buy his 
company back. 

SeaQuest emerged with a stronger 
purpose and goal than ever before.

The company slogan, “Sold At Better 
Dive Shops Everywhere,’’ means exactly 
what it says. Says Jehle, “We're very 
proud of our dealer network. We work 
with and support our dealers in every 
way possible as we realize our success 
and growth is directly related to theirs.” 

The policy, the man behind it and the 
fact that dive enthusiasts are aware of 
SeaQuest’s high quality standards, has 
drawn international attention to the com- 
pany throughout its history. In 1978 Sea- 
Quest was approached by AMF Mares 
Sub—an Italian based manufacturer of 
diving equipment. Among other products, 
Mares manufactures the MR12-IIl regula- 
tor, pneumatic guns and masks and has 
just introduced a new fin in its Plana 
line—the Power Plana Graphite. The Ital- 
ian company, a business unit of the AMF 
Corporation, selected SeaQuest to mar- 
ket its products in the United States. Be- 
cause the companies have the same phi- 
losophy, they are able to work together 
very closely—not only in the marketing 
and sales areas, but also in the design 
and development of new products.

HISTORICAL DIVING 
Several Technifacts in past months 
have discussed historical diving. In one 
of these (September 1983) two cannon 


balls found off Waikiki Beach in Hawaii: 


were illustrated. Readers were warned 
that these old cannon balls were prob- 
ably armed and potentially hazardous 
and that they should be handled with 
care. Several readers have written about 
the potential danger from very old ord- 
nance, warning that the explosives may 
become more sensitive with age and 
advising that such items should either be 
left alone or arrangements made to have 
them disarmed by qualified technicians. 

Also, Techinifacts inferred that Scott 
Cade of The Scuba Shop _ in Honolulu 
had located and recovered these relics. 
Such was not actually the case. Commer- 
cial diver Dave Norquist found the unit 
dated 1864 and Bret Bearden the one 
dated 1861. 

A great deal of additional historical div- 
ing material has been developed, some 
from Australian divers, and will be pre- 
sented in a future Technifacts. Of particu- 
lar significance is the material from Peter 
Fulton of Seaford, Victoria, Australia, re- 
garding a Maritime Archaeological Unit in 
which sport divers participate in finds and 
digs. There are lots of good photographs 
and good information coming up in future

RARE SCORPIONFISH 


The New York Aquarium now has on 
exhibit a green-lace scorpionfish Rhino- 
pias aphanes (see SKIN DIVER Septem- 
ber 1982), thanks to the efforts of New 
York Zoological Society trustee Nixon 
Griffis. The animal was found in 20 feet of 
water on the outer reef southeast of Port 
Moresby, Papua New Guinea. 

Marine experts consider the green- 
lace to be among the rarest and most 
spectacular of the scorpionfishes. The 
fish was first discovered in 1973. A sec- 
ond specimen was not seen until 1980. 
The aquarium specimen is one of approx- 
imately 10 known in the world and the 
first exhibited in the Americas. The fish is 
approximately six inches long and re- 
sembles a latticework of lace in black 
and green. It has a silver teardrop mark 
below each eye.

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ARTIFICIAL 
REEFS 





BY DR. HEYWARD MATHEWS 


ve are diving on a beautiful coral 
reef. The ridges reach upward from 
white sandy bottoms in a colorful display 
of tropical marine life unequaled any- 
where. Then, as you glide over the next 
coral ridge, you are confronted with the 
rusted hull of an old car body. It seems 
thoughtless to desecrate such natural 
beauty, even if there are several large 
grouper and snapper hiding in the old 
car’s trunk and engine area. You ask the 
question—who needs artificial reefs in an 
area where natural coral reefs abound? 
The answer, surprisingly, is that the fish 
and the coral now need such reefs if they 
are to survive the ever-increasing pres- 
sure of divers and fishermen. 

Using artificial reefs to attract food and 
game fish to areas easily accessible to 
fishermen is not a new idea. Divers have 
long Known that a wreck is an excellent 
place to find large populations of not only 
food and game fish but also colorful tropi- 
cal species. Sport fishermen in the United 
States began building artificial reefs of 
old car bodies in the 1950s, but commer- 
cial fishermen in Japan were even then 
developing prefabricated concrete struc- 
tures to serve as fish habitats. At first, 
these reefs were thought to be simply a 
means of concentrating existing fish pop- 
ulations into an area easily accessible to 
fishermen. Then, in 1966, the author 
completed a master’s thesis that indicat- 
ed these reefs, when built within the sunlit 
photic zone, can actually increase the ba- 
sic food production of the sea by provid- 
ing suitable substrate for benthic algae 
(benthic means bottom dwelling). This in- 
crease in basic food production then sup- 
ports a larger fish and invertebrate popu- 
lation. Published scientific studies by the 
author and others have shown that artifi- 
cial reefs, when sited and built correctly, 
can actually support a larger total fish 
population than a natural reef, even a 
tropical coral reef. To many a biologist 
that statement is close to blasphemy. To 
think that anything manmade could im- 
prove upon a natural community is ail- 
most unthinkable. But this is actually an 
established fact and the reasons are not 
So complicated when you stop and think 
about it. A coral reef grows in such a 
manner as to maximize coral survival; 
fish that live on the reef are incidental to 
the coral’s growth patterns. With an artifi- 
cial reef, the fishery biologist is deliber- 
ately shaping the substrate so as to maxi- 
mize fish habitat. We have even learned 
to design different types of artificial reefs 














for different types of fish. If we want large 
populations of benthic fish species, like 
grouper and snapper, we build a reef 
with a medium profile and lots of open 
Spaces up under the material. If we wish 
to attract pelagic species, like mackerel, 
amberjack and barracuda, then we build 
a reef with a high profile but lots of open 
space within the upper structures. 

Any experienced diver knows what it is 
like to Swim Over an Open sand or mud 
bottom, a barren desert with only a few 
sand dollars or sand perch to break the 
monotony. But once you find some relief 
on the bottom, it becomes an oasis of 
marine life. The name ‘‘artificial reef’ is 
maybe misleading at first, because the 
only thing artificial is the original sub- 
strate. All the marine communities that 
grow in the reef and are attracted to it are 
natural and are the same basic species 
that populate natural reefs in that area. 
Any hard surface will provide attachment 
for these benthic communities, but ma- 
terials that do not deteriorate in sea water 
such as concrete, fiberglass and synthet- 
ic rubber, provide the most durable types 
of reefs. Unfortunately, a few artificial 
reefs in the past have been built in areas 
where wave action was able to dislodge 
the materials or the bottom was too soft, 
so the reef lost much of its effectiveness 


after a few years. If built correctly in an. 


appropriate site, however, an artificial 
reef will continue to provide fish with a 
habitat for literally thousands of years. 
How many things can we build today that 
we can be Sure are going to be beneficial 
to nature 2000 years in the future? 
Okay, So you agree artificial reefs may 
be useful along coastlines that are devoid 
of natural reefs, but why build them in 
tropical waters where coral reefs grow? 
Tropical waters of the Florida Keys and 
the islands of the Caribbean abound with 
natural coral reefs, so they need no help 
from man, right? Wrong! To begin with, 
the fringing types of coral reefs that occur 
in these waters are by no means com- 
plete in their coverage of the seafloor. 
The normal occurance may be a three to 
five acre reef Surrounded by several 
miles of open sand bottom. Often these 
reef patches may be some distance from 
marinas or boat ramps, requiring long 
boat runs burning expensive fuel to reach 
the dive spot. So, why not build an artifi- 
cial reef closer to the marina for diving on 
those days when the weather is not opti- 
mal or when those end-of-the-month 
cash shortages require shorter runs? Re- 
cent innovations in reef-building technol- 
ogy, developed mainly in Japan, have 
produced very effective reefs that can be 
built without heavy equipment and large 
barges. These reefs can help the diver or 
the fisherman, but how can they actually 


help the coral reef? You would never - 


place an artificial reef on top of or even 
adjacent to a natural coral reef. This 
would increase the fish population but at 
the expense of what is already present.

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ARTIFICIAL REEFS 


Rather the artificial reef should be at least 
one-half mile, preferably farther, from the 
natural reef. Any coral reef receiving 
heavy diving and fishing pressure is go- 
ing to begin to show signs of stress. An- 
chors will break coral and heavy fishing 
will begin to deplete the population of 
larger predatory fish. Nearby artificial 
reefs can take much of this pressure off 
natural reefs, thereby allowing the natural 
reefs to replenish themselves. The beau- 
tiful thing about artificial reefs is that there 
is literally no saturation point on their con- 
struction. If we double the available fish 
habitat, we can double the fish popula- 
tion, double it again, and again double 
the fish. The reason for this is that most 
marine fish can produce literally millions 
of eggs, but only those few that find suit- 
able habitat and food will grow to matur- 
ity. SO, increase the substrate and you 
will increase a proportional amount of the 
fish population. The early artificial reefs in 
this country were built from old car bod- 
ies and even some old wooden trolley 
cars. These initially attracted large popu- 
lations, but in a few years they deteriorat- 
ed. One theory was that the marine life 
covering the car bodies would remain af- 
ter the metal rusted away, but this is not 
the case, so thin metal structures such as 
car bodies are no longer used. Old tires 
are almost impervious to deterioration in 
sea water and are readily available in 
most coastal areas. However, the tires 
must be vented or split to allow the en- 
trapped air to escape and must also be 
ballasted with concrete to be stable in the 
water at depths less than 100 feet. Some 
tire reefs that were not well ballasted 
have shifted off their original site; a few 
even washed up on adjacent beaches af- 
ter a storm. It only takes a few foulups like 
this to hurt reef building throughout the 
country. The technology and expertise to 
properly select a reef site and the proper 
materials suited for each area are readily 
available from universities and fish and 
game agencies in most parts of the coun- 
try today. Recent improvements in Loran 
C have now made it possible to actually 
build a small artificial reef for one’s own 
private use. 

So, the next time your dive club is 
searching for a worthwhile activity, why 
not consider building an artificial reef, 
either alone or in conjunction with local 
angling organizations? Such cooperative 
projects have occurred around Florida, 
and not only improved fishing and diving, 
but improved relations between fisher- 
men and divers. Additional information on 
artificial reef site selection, materials and 
construction, and artificial reef buoys can 
be obtained by writing Florida Sea Grant 
in Gainesville, Florida. >.
